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THE SENATE TARIFF BILL. 


The Finance Committee of the Sen- 
ate has reported its action on the 
House tariff bill, which was submitted 
to that committee. The report is in 
the shape of a substitute bill accom- 
panied by a majority and minority re- 
port on the bill referred to the comit- 
tee, the majority report being a, lengthy 
argument pointing out the inequalities 
and anomalies of the House bill and 
showing that it does not correct any of 
the defects of the existing law. The 
minority report recommends the House 
bill as embodying all in the way of re- 
form or amendment required or de- 
sirable. The main features of the 
substitute bill have already been out- 
lined in these columns, showing our 
information to have been reliable. Of 
these features we will at this time al- 
lude to one only—free alcohol for use 
in the industrial arts. The bill pro- 
vides for the removal of alcohol to 
bonded warehouses where, under the 
supervision of a storekeeper, an ad- 
dition of wood alcohol or naphtha may 
be made and the compound then re- 
moved for use in the industrial arts. 
Proper safeguards are provided against 
fraud at any stage of the process and 
the manufaclurer is required to give 
bonds to observe all the requirements 
of the law, while a breach is made pun- 
ishable by both fine and imprisonment. 
Penalties for demethylization of the 
compound or for its illegal use are 
made severe. While it would be de- 
sirable to have the matter simplified 
and divested of much that seems bur- 
densome, still it will doubtless be 
gladly welcomed as a step in the right 
direction, which, if found to prove as 
beneficial as expected, will be but a 
stepping-stone to more liberal regula- 
tions. 

A glance along the free list discloses, 
as probably the item of most im- 
portance to our readers, “opium, 
crude or manufactured, and not adul- 
terated, containing nine per cent. and 
over of morphine.” The duty on mor- 
phine is reduced to tifty cents per 
ounce. The section (2,509) referring to 
smoking opium provides ‘‘that the im- 
portation of opium, containing less 
than nine per centum of morphia, and 
of opium prepared for smoking be, 
and the same is hereby, prohibited; 
and all such opium shall, upon impor- 
tation, be seized and proceeded against 
for forfeiture and condemnation.” We 
believe the exclusion of opium contain- 
ing less than nine per centum of mor- 
phia unwise, as oftentimes a lower 
grade can be profitably used by man- 
ufacturers of morphia. The exclusion 
of smoking opium will commend itseif 
to everyone who is cognizant of the 
growth of the debasing taste for the 
drug in thisform. The free list is a 
long one, as will be observed by re- 
ferring to the extracts from the bill on 
another page of this issue, and con- 
tains some articles that should have 
been placed there when the law was 
revised nearly six years ago. The 
changes in the amount of duty levied 
on the dutiable articles under the 
present law are numerous and for the 
most part commendable, although 
there are quite a number of interest to 
our readers which will not meet with 
their approval, but the consideration 
of these we defer for the present. 

A commendable feature of the bill is 
the substitution of specific for ad valor- 
em duties wherever practicable, as this 
tends to diminish the opportunities for 
fraud on the revenue and simplifies the 
tariff. However far this bill falls from 
being a perfect substitute for the House 
bill, itis at least a decided improve- 
ment on the latter on the whole, and 
corrects many of the inequalities so 
conspicuous and objectionable a fea- 
ture of the House bill. While the bill 
will undoubtedly receive strong sup- 
port, it has no prospect of becoming a 
law at this session of Congress. The 
Senate may pass the bill, but the House, 
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already pledged to support the original 
| bill, for which this is a substitute, will 
| Teject it. The whole matter may be 
| allowed to drop, or a conference com- 

mittee may be appointed to agree upon 
| concessions which either House may 
reject. It is fairto assume, therefore, 
| that no tariff law will be enacied dur- 
| ing the first session of the Fiftieth Con- 
| gress, and very little probability that 

either of the two bills under consider- 

ation will be passed during the second 

session.

THE WINDOW GLASS SITUATION. 


There is a decided feeling of antag- 
onism between the window glass man- 
ufacturers of the old western and the 
eastern districts, growing out of the 
eastern men’s action in ignoring the 
West, and starting their fires at a date 
much earlier than originally agreed 
upon. There were many reasons why 
the western manufacturers were anx- 
ious that the beginning of fall opera- 
tions should be delayed as long as pos- 
sible, but the chief of these was a 
desire to allow the accumulation of 
stocks in dealers’ hands to be worked 
off before new glass began to come on 
the market. These surplus stocks were 
all held in the West, or what may be 
considered the Pittsburg territory, and 
their existence was due to the rebate 
system, adopted by the Western Man- 
ufacturers’ Association, last January, 
which, by offering a bonus of five per 
cent. to all large buyers, induced them 
to stock up much in excess of their pro- 
bable requirements. This having 
resulted in the transfer of the stock, 
usually carried between seasons by the 
manufacturers, to the dealers, placed 
upon the former an obligation to pro- 
tect the latter as far as possible, and 
this the manufacturers seem inclined to 
do until the question of starting the 
fires became an issue between the 
West and the East. 

When the New Jersey manufactur- 
ers, with no such restrictions upon 
them, determined to start up the'r fac- 
tories the latter part of September the 
western manufacturers concluded 
that it would be the best policy for 
them to light their fires on October 1. 
Thereupon ensued a war of rates, 
which has continued until the present 
time, and shows no sign yet of abating. 
The cut in prices was inaugurated by 
the western men, who, it is charged, 
have, in taking this step, not only vio- 
lated their implied obligation to pro- 
tect the dealers’ interests, but by cut- 
ting prices ten per cent. below the 
dealers’ cost compel them to sell their 
glass at a heavy loss, or keep out of 
the market as sellers. To the unbiased 
observer it would appear that the .west- 
ern manufacturers have got themselves 
into a position from which they will 
have considerable difficulty in extrica- 
ting themselves without getting the 
worst of the bargain. On the one hand 
they have to meet the competition of 
the East, while, to the West,they have 
the competition of the new factories in 
the lately discovered gas fields,and asa 
climax they have to overcome the an- 
tagonism of the large dealers, incurred 
by their action in cutting pricesas a 
retaliation upon the Eastern makers. 

In striking contrast to this mixed up 
state of affairs is the harmonious feel- 
ing existing between all the importers 
of this city, Boston and Philadelphia, 
growing out of the recent conferences, 
of which mention was made in the 
REPORTER last week. By the terms 
of agreement entered into by the im- 
porters of the various ports named, 
uniform prices are to be maintained in 
all the markets in which they compete 
for trade. Negotiations to this end 
have been pending for a long time, 
several years in fact, but owing to the 
fact that the Boston dealers felt that 
they had an advantage over the others 
ia what may be called the middle 
ground markets, they were not dis- 
posed to enter into any general arrange 






ment that would put them upon the 
same plane as the others. Their ob- 
jections, however, have at length been 
overcome, and the result is, as we have 
said, an agreement to maintain prices. 
So far as we can learn, there is nothing 
binding in this agreement, it being 
based upon a regard for mutual inter- 
ests, and may be terminated at any 
time, at the option of the parties to it. 
The increasing number of American 
factories, the steady improvement in 
the quality of the domestic product, 
and the narrowing down of the limits 
of the importers’ field, have placed the 
importers more upon the defensive, 
and have shown them more clearly the 
necessity of combining for the protec- 
tion of their mutual interests. For this 
reason, if no other, it is probable that 
the present agreement will be closely 
observed by the importers at the differ- 
ent ports, and last longer than have 
former agreements of a similar nature 
in the glass trade.

A CHLORATE OF POTASH SYNDI- 
CATE. 

The combination fever has taken a 
strong hold of the English chemical 
manufacturers, but so far it has only 
reached its first stages, and before it 
has run its course it is probable that 
all of the various products of the Liv- 
erpool chemical factories will be con- 
trolled by syndicates. The latest im- 
portant combination is the one formed 
by the chlorate of potash manufactur- 
ers, the nature of which has not been 
clearly defined in the advices so far re- 
ceived. It is probably based on the 
scheme of the caustic and bleach 
combinations, that being the favorite 
plan of organization with the Liv- 
erpool manufacturers. The idea is to 
allow to each producer a certain per- 
centage of the trade based on his sales 
of last year, prices and production to 
be regulated by the pool, according to 
the showing of the auditor’s statement 
as nade up from the individual reports 
of the manufacturers. Acting upon 
this plan, the pool held a meeting last 
week, at which it was believed a re- 
duction in the output would be or- 
dered, but of that we have not yet been 
advised. The organization of the pool 
has already had a marked effect upon 
selling prices, both in the primary 
market and here, as may be seen by 
reference to our market reports. 

No article in the list of chemicals 
would seem to need a systematic regu- 
lation of prices and output more than 
chlorate of potash. For more than a 
year past there has been a steady 
shrinkage in values, and, as a result, 
chlorate became a most unsatisfactory 
article to handle. Although the record 
shows that nearly all attempts to con- 
trol the article speculatively, have re- 
sulted disastrously to the opera- 
tors, it has always been a favorite with 
speculators, and last year, when the 
price went down to extremely low fig- 
ures, a large speculative movement oc- 
curred, which, like that preceded it, 
proved a failure. The speculators, 
when they attempted to realize, met 
with such strong competition from the 
manufacturers that they concluded to 
change the base of their operations 
from Liverpool to this market, but 
here they found that the conditions 
were practically the same, and were 
finally compelled to sell out at the best 
prices they could get, the net result be- 
ing a veryheavy loss, which will prob- 
ably discourage them from any fur- 
ther attempts to speculate in chlorate. 
While these speculative lots were press 
ing on this market the price went 
down to thirteen and a half cents, the 
lowest ever touched, but as they 
are now all disposed of the tendency 
in sympathy with Liverpool advices is 
decidedly upward, and already some 
holders have aci\vanced their quotation 
to fifteen cents. This, however, does 
not yet represent the general market, 
but unless there is a decided change in 
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the manufacturers’ policy, it is believed 
that before long fifteen cents will be 
considered a low price, as the present

than could be obtained here. New 


York dealers have been euchered out 
of their goods in this style more than 
onee, and the competition is also felt 
in old established correspondents Deing 
transferred to Chinese agencies.

THE ADVANCE IN CAMPHOR. 


Referring to our remarks on the con- 
dition of the camphor market in the 
last issue of the REPORTER, it will be 
found that the position then taken has 
been justified by the subsequent 
course of events. Thesupply of crude 
gum is very small, and the quantity 
on passage to this market, so far as 
known, is comparatively _ limited, 
while there is serious doubt whether 
the lot of 3,500 packages (about 525,000 
lbs.), which was shipped from Hong 
Kong on the Gen. Domville over five 
and a half months ago, will ever 
arrive here, the vessel not having been 
spuken since shortly after leaving 
port. The position of crude has 
forced the refiners to raise their prices 
again, the advance since our last 
amounting to a full cent per pound. 

The upward tendency of the market 
and the probability that, at least, 
present values will be sustained even 
in the event of the safe arrival of the 
Gen. Domville have created a spec- 
ulative interest in the gum, and 
since we last wrote there has been 
a considerable business, most 
of the available outside lots being 
bought up at prices advantageous to 
the buyers, considering the increased 
strength of the market. The outlook 
is favorable to much higher prices, 
about the only deterrent circumstance 
being a possible increase in the pro- 
duction of crude, and that is hardly a 
probability for the reasons mentioned 
in our last. It is barely possible also 
that there may be a considerable 
quantity of crude held back in Japan 
or Hong Kong, yet the facts are 
against it, for if there had been any 
such surplus the high prices that have 
prevailed in London and this market, 
it is confidently believed, would have 
brought it out before this time.

GINSENG ROOT. 


Ginseng root has become a scarce 
commodity in all the principal Aweri- 
can markets, and the fear is enter- 
tained that it means a gradual extine- 
tion of this drug which is so highly 
prized by Chinamen in their native 
homes, but considered valueless as a 
remedial agent by Americanized Chi- 
nawen. It has always been the most 
active article among drug roots, and 
whether it is offered for sale in the 
mountain districts or at the principal 
receiving centers such as New York, 
Cincinnati, Louisville and St. Louis, 
it always comwands attention from 
eager buyers. Efforts have been made 
to contro] the market, but the last ex- 
perience has been a lesson to others, 
and a commercial ‘‘corner” in ginseng 
root is unanimously voted an impossi- 
bility. This may be true as regards 
American dealers, but other parties 
have been quietly at work for the past 
two or three years with the view of 
taking the business out of its usual 
channel, and considerable progress has 
been made in that direction. We have 
reference to the rapid strides made by 
Chinamen in this country who are ex- 
erting every possible effort to get the 
entire trade in their grasp. Their 
headquarters are in this city and buy- 
ing agents are distributed all over the 
producing States under the guise of 
laundrymen, who make it their busi- 
ness to search the interior for all stray 
lots as they are brought to the coun- 
try stores by farmers in exchange for 
necessaries of life. The business habits 
of the average Chinaman are so secre- 
tive that it is an impossibility to trace 
their transactions. They have been 
known to wake a tour of the New 
York market on the pretense of pur-

The exports of ginseng root have 
averaged 400,000 pounds for every year 
during the last two decades, but the

caused considerable comment. It is a 
well known fact that consumption in 


this country amounts to nothing, as 


the Chinese are the only people using 
it, and the Chinamen in the United 
States leave it severely alone, as they 
have been converted to the belief that 


it has no virtue, although anxious to 


benefit their nation and their indi- 


vidual pockets by shipping it in large 


quantities when found. The market has 
reached the highest figure ever known 
when quality is considered, the gen- 
eral quotations being two dollars and 
a quarter to a half per pound for good 
grades, with the tendency upward. 
Long, straight root commands the best 


price, even four dollars being paid for 
a choice selection, but this quality is 
very rure. We were shown samples 


containing pieces of iron and _ nails 
which were discovered by a dealer in a 
lot received from the South; they had 
been put in by a farmer when the root 
was fresh and soft to give additional 
weight to his product, but frequent 
exposures of the fraud have prevented 
recent repetitions of the practice. 
Corea furnishes an extra fine grade 
of root, and the privilege of digging it 
is leased by the government. It is ex- 
clusively used by the wealthy class of 
China. Japan is also said to cultivate 
it but the jealousy existing between 
that country and China is given as a 
reason for the exclusion of the root 
from the latter’s territory. An effort 
was made by a representative of the 
REPORTER last week to obtain some 


The root flourishes better in the 
Southern States than anywhere else, 
but the haste of the farmers to take it 
out of the ground before arriving at 
maturity has caused it to become ex- 
Virginia is 
said to have a State law prohibiting 
the harvesting of ginseng root until 
the arrival of frost, but the statute is a 
dead letter apparently as the supplies 
from Virginia have decreased in a 
greater ratio than from any other 
State. The deficiency in the South, 
however, is paitly covered by the re- 
ceipts from Minnesota and Wisconsin 
which commenced to augment the 
stocks about five years ago and have 
produced the same quantity each 
year. A fine quality is grown in 
this State and commands extra high 
prices, but the output is comparatively 
small.

The yield, beginning 
late in the first instance, has been 
smaller than that of last year owing to 
the decrease in the cutting of new 
trees, because of the shrinkage in the 
values of fine rosins. In addition to 
this, a further considerable decrease in 
the production was caused by the re- 
cent storms in the South, which did 
great damage in the turpentine dis- 
tricts. The latest published statistics 
show a deficiency of fully eleven per 
cent. in the yield compared with that 
for the corresponding period last year, 
and it is estimated, from the best in- 
formation at hand, that later statistics 
will increase the shortage materially. 
The trees will soon stop flowing, the 
producing season being near its close, 
and as the speculators have so closely 
concentrated the stock that there is 
practically nothing left in the primary

THE IMPROVEMENT IN ENGLISH 
HEAVY CHEMICALS. 


After an unusually prolonged period 
of depression the heavy chemical trade 
has suddenly awakened to new life. In 
place of the dull and indifferent feeling 
on the part of both buyers and sellers 
there is excitement, activity and ad- 
vancing prices. The improvement is 
the direct result of the enhanced cost 
of the crude material growing out of 
the recent organization of the English 
salt interests in a strong syndicate 
which will hereafter control prices and 
regulate the production. Asthe alkali 
manufacturers had been losing money 
previously, owing to unrestricted com- 
petition and excessive production, as 
we pointed out in a recentarticle on 
the alkali trade, the advance in the 
price of salt necessitated some concert- 
ed action on their part to prevent the 
entire ruin of their industry, which per- 
severance in the course they had been 
pursuing would have entailed under 
the changed conditions. 

The caustic soda manufacturers were 
first to realize the necessity of combin- 
ing their interests, and after a thor- 
ough discussion of the situation have 
cowpleted a strong organization based 
upon the same caqnditions which gov- 
ern the production of bleaching pow- 
der, and which have worked so satis- 
factorily inthat connection. A strong 
pool has been formed, in which all the 
eaustic soda manufacturers are repre- 
sented, each manufacturer being alot- 
teda certain percentage of the trade, 
based upon the quantity sold by him 
last year. The manufacturers will each 
report to an auditor at stated intervals 
regarding the quantity produced and 
the quantity sold, and semi-weekly 
meetings of the syndicate are to be held 
to receive the auditor’s report,according 
to which an increase or decrease of the 
production will be ordered. The last 
meeting of the syndicate or pool was 
held on September 25th, and a suspen- 
sion of the production for one week or- 
dered. This amounts to a reduction 
of twenty per cent. in the output, oras 
one of our correspondents put it, a de- 
crease of over three thousand tons. 
The next meeting of the syndicate 
takes place this weck and it is possible 
that a further reduction in the output 
will be ordered. The decrease in the 
production and the advance in prices 
has created an active demand for caus- 
tic on both sides of the Atlantic, and 
the consequent decrease in stocks has 
imparted an extremely firm tone to the 
market, giving color to the belief that 
much higher prices will prevail before 
the end of the current year. 

The advance in the cost of salt and 
the improvement in the position of 
caustic soda has not been without an 
effect upon the other alkalies. Soda 
ash would no doubt command much 
higher prices to-day were it not for the 
peculiar conditions which govern the 
trade inthis commodity. Competition 
and production cannot be so easily reg- 
ulated as in the case of caustic as there 
are two sets of divergent interests in- 
volved, and which, under existing con- 
ditions, are irreconcilable. Neverthe- 
less, the advance in the cost of salt af- 
fects both of these interests alike, and 
must necessitate an advance in the 
price of ash whether made by the Le- 

blanc or an ponia piocess, and ther 
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are already indications of such an ad- 


vance, in the tone of increased firmness 


pervading recent Liverpool advices. 
Altogether the prospects of the English 
alkali trade are brighter than they have 
been for many years, and,up to the be- 
ginning of 1889, at least, it is probable 
that there will bea steady improvement 
in values. Buyers on this side of the 
ocean have not yet become accustomed 
to the changed conditions, and are in- 
clined to regard the stability of the 
advance in prices with doubt. Con- 
sequently there is a hesitancy on their 
part to buy in excess of actual require- 
ments, and our market does not as yet 
reflect the activity in Liverpool. While 
there is much more business reported 
in this market than for many months 
past, itis largely of a speculative na- 
ture, and for the most part on account 
of the importing dealers. 


NITRATE OF SODA STATISTICS. 


There is somewhat of a buoyant 
feeling in the market for nitrate of 
soda, not so much on account of the 
favorably position of the article on this 
side of the Atlantic as to other causes 
abroad. The nitrate syndicate is 
given the credit of advancing values, 
especially on forward business, and 
the quotations named in the coast 
market for late shipments indicate a 
reign of higher prices than formerly 
prevailed. The elevated freight rates 
are another element in directing the 
course of the market, and tonnage is 
even difficult to obtain at the advance. 
It is claimed that the consumption of 
nitrate in this country is increasing, 
and that the importations of previous 
years would not fill the demand created 
by the progress of commercial fertil- 
izers. This is probably an explanation 
of the fact that the visible supply is in 
excess of the two previous years, the 
actual figures being 313,368 bags in 
comparison with 235,363 and 280,620 
bags, respectively. The visible supply 
is composed of 227,500 bags to arrive, 
and the stock on hand amounting to 
85,868 bags, which is distributed be- 
tween New York and Philadelphia. 
The arrivalsto October 1, were 29,506 
bags less than the same time last year, 
butthe deliveries fellshort of the latter 
period by 23,269 bags. 

An active market and firm holding 
characterize the present situation, and 
for once in the history of the article 
the higher range of quotations here is 
not caused by scarcity of supplies in 
the United States. The influence of 
the strong advices from the place of 
export is having its effect in hardening 
the market, and there are expectations 
that the experience of 1885 will be re- 
peated, when values on October 1 were 
2.35@2.40e. against 2.10@2.17¢., at the 
opening of the present month,

THE OIL FIELDS IN SEPTEMBER. 


A review of the progress made in the 
producing fields during the month of 
September shows that the increase in 
new ventures following the end of the 
period of restriction to drilling was 
greater than was the decrease follow- 
ing the inauguration of the shut-down. 
The increase of new rigs shows that 
producers are not deterred from drill- 
ing operations by the fact that the 
price of oil averages fully twenty cents 
per barrel less than the cost of produce 
tion as officially stated by the P. P, A. 
The number of new rigs up and drill- 
ing at the close of the month was 163, 
which is an increase of ninety-nine 
over the August count. The number 
of wells drilling shows even a greater 
increase, the total being 226 while the 
number the month previous was 110. 
The number of wells completed dur- 
ing Septeinber was 135, an increase of 
thirty-six. The new production to be 
credited to these 135 wells amounts to 
2,534 barrels, an increase of 707 barrels. 
This is a small increase of production 
to be credited to thirty-six wells. The 
average production of the September 


wells is 19°77 barrels per well, which is 
not an average to tempt the producers 
to increased activity, as at the present 
price of oil the average gross income 
per wellis only about twenty dollars, 
including the premium. One encour- 
aging feature of the September opera- 
tions was the smaller number of fail 
ures encountered. Among the 135 new 
wells there were only nineteen 
holes while among the ninety nine 
wells completed in August there were 
thirty-nine which proved unproduc- 
tive. This comparatively small pro- 
portion of failures is due to the fact 
that a large part of the wells were 
drilled in territory that was known to 
be productive, there being fewer ven- 
tures in untried territory, the end of 
the restriction to drilling making all 
the defined producing territory avail- 
able for drilling operations. Deduct- 
ing thedry holes leaves a total of 116 
producing wells and these have an av- 
erage production of 21°84 barrels. The 
average production of the new wells 
for the first eight months of the pres- 
ent year is forty-three and a quarter 
barrels, and shows the productiveness 
of the September wells to be very low. 
While the increased activity in the 
field may be taken as a bearish feature 
the result of the September operations 
is bullish and may be taken as a strong 
argument in favor of a higher range of 
prices. The large number of new rigs 
up and wells drilling give promise that 
the present month’s finished work will 
largely exceed that of September, but 
if it develops nothing betterin the way 
of production it will prove a strong 
bull factor and should exert a marked 
influence on the speculative market.

CHINESE VERMILION. 


The signing by the President ,of the 
Chinese exclusion bill, has awakened 
some little interest among the dealers 
in Chinese vermilior, as to what effect, 
ifany, the circumstance would have 
on the importation of the article in 
question. The manufacture of vermil- 
ion is extensively carried on in the Em- 
pire, as red is to be seen on almost 
everything that hails from that coun- 
try, and the consumption, in conse- 
quence, is very great. The amount 
imported to this country is of fair pro- 
portions, though by no weans large, as 
it is only demanded by certain buyers, 
the majority of consumers being satis- 
fied with the domestic article, but it is 
not thought by importers that the 
signing of the bill will at all affect the 
receipt of supplies. It would not be to 
the interest of the Chinese govern- 
ment to restrict the export of any of 
her products, and, by some, it is thousht 
that, on the contrary, officials there 
are rather pleased at the prospect of 
keeping their people in their native 
land. What may be done as a retalia- 
tory measure cannot as yet be conjec- 
tured, but there seems to be little like- 
lihood at the moment, according to 
those interested, of any such measure 
being adopted. 
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SPECULATION IN LARD. 


The collapse of the October corner in 
lard last Saturday, owing to the unex- 
pected failure of an important short 
interest to meet the expectations of 
those who were manipulating the 
market, has left the situation in a 
chaotic state and prevented a repeti- 
tion of the wild scenes witnessed 
around the wheat pit last month. 
Lard has afforded a favorable oppor- 
tunity for concentration of stocks 
during the past six months owing to 
the light supply of hogs last winter 
and the consequent small stocks of 
provisions in general, which made 
manipulation easier and less danger- 
ous than usual, but no determined 
efforts were made except in October 
delivery, which seemed to be the most 
attractive month of the year to the 
bullish element. Reports of a large

The fluctuations have been rather 
violent since Friday, thus indicating 
an unsettled feeling among the princi- 
pal operators who have demoralized 
domestic business, and paralyzed the 
export trade by manipulation. A 
more satisfactory basis is not generally 
looked for until after January, when 
the liberal hog receipts are expected to 
have a beneficial effect in correcting 
values, but an authority claims that 
the new season will begin with low 
stocks and an active demand which 
will likely cause greater competition in 
controlling the available supply of 
hogs. The production of refined lard 
is on the increase, the refiners in 
Chicago alone consuming equivalent 
to 30,000 tierces of cotton oil and beef 
fat per month. 
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COTTON OIL AS A MEDICINE. 

Pharmaceutically considered, andwthat is as 
far as my authority extends, I consider cotton 
seed oil the most valuable medicinal oil we 
have. It will not become rancid, like almond 
and olive oils, and always remuins a bland 
liquid ready and convenient for use, and 
where any oil of that character is needed, cot- 
ton seed oil supplies the place. 

The foregoing statement is from a 
well-known chemist and pharmacist of 
Norfolk, who read a paper on cotton 
oil at the meeting of the Virginia 
Pharmaceutical Association. He de- 
clares that it outrivals the famous 
** Lueea salad oil,” and adds, that when 
such oils as castor and cod liver become 
expensive, then cotton oil can be used 
as an adulterant without any harmful 
effect. The latter suggestion may be 
viewed as the only objectionable fea 
ture of the whole paper. He makes a 
mistake in advocating adulteration 
when the organized bodies of the drug 
trade throughout the United States are 
opposing the practice with all the en 
ergy and machinery at their command ; 
but if the addition of cotton oil to cas- 
tor and cod liver oils improves the 
quality of the latter, and makes them 
cheaper and more acceptable to the 
consumer, as we are informed, then the 
compounding cannot be called adul- 
teration. Thatisamisapplied term. It 
should be understood that cotton oil 
is used to improve, instead of deterior- 
ating quality, and that were it not for 
silly prejudice, which is rapidly disap- 
pearing, cotton oil would be a stronger 
coupetitor of olive oil and hog’s lard, 
instead of being employed to keep up 
their popularity by maintaining a 
standard of excellence. But there is a 
revolution in public opinion, and cot- 
ton oil is throwing off the yoke of im- 
position which made it the scape-goat 
for the sins of others, and prevented it 
from going before consumers on its 
own merits. Some other product will 
have to be used to pull the chestnuts 
from the fire, as cotton oil has a repu- 
tation of its own to look after and a 
gigantic business to conduct.

COAL TAR COLORS, 


A flourishing firm of German color 
manufacturers, possessing an extensive 
plant, and employing hundreds of 
workien, attribute the success of their 
business to the production of magenta, 
aldehyde green and alizarine at the 
commencement of their undertaking. 
The green has since lost its popularity, 
and is no longer an article of commerce. 
Its existence was due to an accidental 
circumstance which caused a consider- 
able sensation ten years ago, but the 
discovery of more valuable colors has 
retired it for good. Alizarine has been 
one of a profitable series of dyestuffs 
since 1869, when an improved method 
was discovered for its manufacture, 
which is still used. Magenta is still 
popular, but the fact that arsenic acid 
had to be used in its production prior 
to 1871 almost compelled the makers to 
give it up. The difficulties arising 
from the application of this acid, es- 
pecially the attendant danger to the 
workwen, awakened a desire for a 
practical substitute, and it was found 
in a process discovered and employed 
in the year named, 





These three dyestuffs record the early 
history of the business, and while many 
new colors have been introduced to 
eet the changing styles, and the use- 
fulness of others has ceased, there is 
still room for development, both in 
this country and Europe. The indus- 
try has been on a decline, it is true, but 
the turning point has been reached, 
and the prospects are favorable for 
larger profits on coal tar products. 
Adulteration is a drawback, but that 
objectionable feature is being placed 
under better control, and both manu- 
facturers and dealers are inclined to 
look on the bright side of the situation, 
which promises a relief from competi- 
tive evils that surrounded trade during 
more prosperous times, but are less 
conspicuous at the moment.

The San Bernardo Index says that a China- 
man named Ah Gee, who, except during the 
ten years that he bas lived in California, has 
spent most of his time in the poppy districts 
of China, is endeavoring to procure a farm 
upon which to raise poppies. He says that nu- 
where, not even in China, are there to be 
found such adaptations for the culture of the 
poppy as in San Bernardino county.

The seed is sown in beds and the young plunts 
are transplanted into rows. The plant grows 
to be large enough to produce some gum the 
second year, but is at its best when from three 
to ten years old, Two Chinamen will take 
care of ten acres if they understand the busi- 
ness. The seed is sold by all the Chinese stores 
in San Francisco and costs about one dollar 
per acre, 

In a certain Massachusetts town, a manufac- 
turer prepares and sells a special paint, whose 
special province is to prevent barnacles and 
seaweed from accumulating upon ships’ bot- 
toms. He puts it up in cans, duly labelled, 
and, with becoming modesty, he puts his own 
name in small type, while the words “Barna- 
clesand Seaweed” appear in all the glory of 
six-line pica, One of these cans fell into the 
hands of somebody in Norway, who tested the 
puint, liked it, and wanted some more.

sunk near by with alike result, except that 
when gas was struok the second time the first 
well ceased to flow. Drilling was then recom- 
menced in the first well, which was sunk sev- 
eral feet deeper to a vein of water so that 
there is now a gas well and a well of water but 
a few feet apart. 

When the Keystone Refining Company, lim- 
ited, of Oil City, failed some time since, it was 
owing Messrs. Boughton & Ames, proprietors 
of the Titusville Iron Works, about $27,000 for 
material furnished by them and used in the 
construction of the Keystone works. At an 
argument held before Judge Taylor at Frank- 
lin, the decision was in favor of the defunct 
refining company. The case was appealed to 
the Supreme Court of the State. The case 
was called and argued at Pittsburg last week 
before the full bench of five judges. The re- 
sult was that a decision was handed down in 
favor of the plaintiffs. The amount sued for, 
about $25,000, was in the hands of the Court, 
and will, of course, be at once turned over to 
the plaintiffs. 

A report comes from Philadelphia to the 
effect that the firm of Logan, Emery & 
Weaver, petroleum refiners, had been offered 
and had accepted a compromise settlement of 
their suit against the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company. The suit in question was brought 
in McKean county last winter and is based on 
the claim that the defendant made an illegal 
discrimination in freight rates and shippigg 
tucilities against the plaintiffs. Testimony in 
support of the plaintiffs was taken last spring, 
ind this was followed by the evidence given 
before the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
Logan, Emery & Weaver’s suit is for over 
$200,000, and a particular interest attaches to 
the rumor of a settlement because of the fact 
that claims for much larger amounts are 
awaiting the determination of the suit. 

Oil-producing strata do notalways belong to 
the same geological period. In Kentucky and 
Tennessee the petroleum is furnished by the 
lower silurian stratum; that is, by the most 
ancient stratified rocks. In Upper Canada it 
is found in the lower Devonian, and in Penn- 
spivania in the upper Devonian. The springs 
of Western Virginia tlow from the upper car- 
boniferous strata. In Connecticut and North 
Carolina coal oil is found in the trias; in Colo- 
radv and Utah in the lignites of the cretaceous 
formation, while the oil-producing regions of 
California belong to the tertiary period. It is 
a remarkaole fact that most of the deposits of 
the ancient world exist in comparatively re- 
cent tertiary formations, as for instance those 
of the oil-impregnated sands of Alsace, of the 
south of France, and of Abruzzia and Emilia 
inItaly. There are numerous deposits in Gali- 
cia and the Danubian provinces similarly 
placed, while the strata that contain those of 
the Crimea, the Caucasus and the island of 
Taman are of nearly the same geological epoch,

She 
says that “noxious vapors avd injurious and 
poisonous gases, noisome, offensive and un- 
wholesome substances, smokes, fumes, smells 
and stinks which are destructive to trees, 
shrubs,and vegetables of all kinds” are emitted 
by the works, and that these have impregnated 
the soil and rendered her land undesirable for 
tenants. She places her dimages at $5,000. The 
next suit is against the National Refining Com- 
pany, from whom she demands $5,000 for 
reasons already stated, and the third action 
demands $5,000 from the Excelsior Refining 
Company, H. W. Mainer, and E. Kells, for 
similar damage to the same property.—Cleve- 
land Leader.

CHICAGO, Oct, 6, 1888, 
As had been generally anticipated, the week 


has wituessed an advance in the linseed oil

buyers concede that the last rise is abund- 
antly justified by the changed condition of 


the market in flaxseed, which commodity 


seems just now to be posing in the attitude of 
an aeronaut about to make a trip skyward, 


With seed at $1.40—to-day’s quotations—there 


does not seem to be any valid reason why pro- 
ducers should accept less than 82c for the 


manufactured article, and this fact is readily 
recognized and freely admitted by consumers. 
Nor has the appreciation apparently exerted 
the slightest influence in checking a demand 
which yet remains sufficiently active to more 
than absorb the entire output of all the West- 
ern mills. Orders continue to pour in, and 
to all appearance the price of oil might just 
as well have been advanced to 54 cents. But 
there is a reverse side to the picture. There is 
a feeling among buyers of oil that this latest 
advance can hardly be maintained, and that 
after the first rush of customers shall have 
supplied their wants, values in the oil market 
will settle down toa “seed basis,” and it ap- 
pears to be difficult for the trade ‘at large to 
believe that the latter will not soon be low- 
ered. 

Apropos of this latter question, there is no 
little gossip heard in many quarters. That 
flax should exhibit an upward tendency in 
view of light receipts excites no special com- 
ment. The conundrum which the uninitiated 
spectator is seeking to solve is—why doesn’t 
the seed come in. That the crop in the North- 
west is large and of exceptionally good qual- 
ity is generally believed, and why growers 
should hold it back at a time when prices (for 
the season) are remarkably high is the puz- 
zling question. More than one answer is sug- 
gested, “Farmers are looking for a $1 50 mar- 
ket,” “late harvesting,” “growers more inter- 
ested in marketing wheat,” etc., etc, But there 
is another hypothesis which finds some champi- 
ons. There is more or less talk of acontolling in- 
fluence being wielded by parties who, through 
some agency or other, havé managed to at- 
tain a point where it is in their power sub- 
stantially to control prices. Of course, such 
surmises partake more or less of the character 
of street gossip, and I give them to you for 
what they are worth;at the same time,it would 
be a lack of candor to conceal the fact that 
the theory find not a fewadherants. The lat. 
ter, however, are disposed to console them- 
selves with the reflection that even should one 
concede the existence of a faction or clique 
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either able or disposed to manipulate values, 
@ corrective to any artificialy contrived 
“boom” in domestic seed may yet be found in 
the possibility of laying down in Chicago the 
product of the flax fields of India. In other 
words, there is a point beyond which the price 
of domestic seed can scarcely go with safety, 
even in Chicago, 

As regards the outlook for the future—all 
prognostications must be, necessarily,more or 
less wild.It is worthy of remark,however, that 
one occasionally runs across prophets, even of 
a conservative type,who venture upon the pre- 
diction that the drop in seed must be both de- 
cided and abrupt before there can occur any 
marked shrinkage in quotations of oil, inas- 
much ascrushers are not, to-day, realizing a 
fair return upon their investments, nor are 
prices based upon any reversal of the laws of 
supply and demand. The truth or falsity of 
such predictions, however, can be determined 
only by future events, Meanwhile the aver- 
age buyer is well satisfied to have his present 
orders filled with such measure of prompti- 
tude as the existing fulness (?) of crushers’ 
tanks will permit. As to the ultimate con- 
sumer—whose wants really afford the key to 
the situation—he is practically “lost in the 
shuffie.” However, as a rule, he prefers an 
ague fit toa fit of reflection, and is content to 
leave all meditation to his sisters and maiden 
aunts. 

In the cake market there are no new fea- 
tures. Ocean freights continue high and firm; 
and while crushers readily market their out- 
put, the shrinkage in net returns is sufficient 
materially to lower the profits reasonably an- 
ticipated in the expression of oil from flax- 


seed. 
FLAXSEED. 


Public elevators were reported, at the begin- 
ning of the week, as carrying 156,238 bushels of 
seed, as avainst 130,640 bushels seven days pre- 
vious, and 206,863 on the corresponding date of 
1887. Of the number first mentioned, a large 
proportion of bushels were of No.1, while of 
rejected seed, and no grade, the percentage 
was comparatively trifling. At this time last 
year, of the entire amount in sight there were 
fewer bushels vf No. 1, anda far smaller pro- 
portion of rejected and no giade seed, 

The receipts and shipments for the week, as 
shown by the figures of the secretary of the 
Board of Trade, are shown in the subjoined 
table:

Trading in cash seed during the week on tke 
floor of ’Change has been fairly active. Offer- 
ings have fallen below arrivals and have been 
readily disposed of. Reported sales have ag- 
gregated 328 cars of No. 1, 20 of rejected and 11 
of no grade. Fluctuations have been .as de- 
scribed below. 

A competitive demand on Monday resulted 
in an advance of 2 cents, No. 1 opening at $1 34 
and closing at $1 36. On Tuesday there were 
light receipts, lighter offerings and numer- 
ous buyors. The result was a firm and 
slightly excited market. There was little in- 
quiry on the part of crushers, however, and 
the demand was generally supposed to emanate 
from a “short” interest: but the market closed 
with buyers at $1 38%. On Wednes- 
day crushers bought cautiously, but No. 1 
opened at $139 and closed at $141, a lot of 
extra choice seed bringing $1 414%. On Thurs- 
day there were fewer buyers and prices fell 
off to $1 40, although a few cars fob brought 
$1 40%, while $141 was obtained for choice, 
Friday’s market was easier and, on the whole, 
exhibited some tendency toward weakness, 
No. 1 opened at $1 40, but closed at $139. To- 
day the market exhibited symptoms of dull- 
ness, No. 1 opening at $139. Prices advanced, 
however, to $1 41, but subsequently receded to 
$140, at which it closed. 

Futures have kept about even pace with 
cash seed. The central figure during the 
earlier part of the week was October delivery, 
which was in active request—presumably to 
cover. Opening on Monday at $1 33 and 
closing at $1 34, it touched $1 3834 on Tuesday, 
and brought $140 on Wednesday; closed at 
$1 39 on Thursday; was offered yesterday at 
$: 3834, and to-day found n ither buyers nor 
sellers. The extraordinary activity and wide 
range has been unyuestionably caused 
by a desire on the part of some 
one to cover outstanding contracts 
by sale or exchange. However this 
muy be, October bas furnished the key-note to 
the market in other futures, whose range may 
be outlined in few wurds. Yeur was saleable 
on Monday, at $1.31; soli on Tuesday, at $1.36 ; 
jumped up to $1.40 on Wednesday, and receded 
to $1.88 on Thursday, To-day for May, $1.35 
was bid on Monday, $1.40 0n Tuesday, $1.42 on 
Wednesday.

Reviewing the course of the weekly market, 
it is not too much to say that it has been one 
of great interest.

So 
far as crusters appeared as buyers, their ac- 
tion may or may not have been dictated by 
surprise. Whether or not the “short” interest 
has covered itself, is a question. Judging 
from appearances, it has meanwhile a.l parties 
awaiting next week’s issue with interest. 

OILS, 

There can scarcely be said to beany note- 
worthy change in the situation in lard oil, al- 
though tere has been a slightly fiemer feeling 
developed toward the close of the week than 
at the beginning. To-day’s market may be 
called about 85 cents (asking price) to 84 cents 
(selling price) for strictly extra, with No. lat 
about 42c. So faras regards the ¢haracter of 
the demand and the volume of sales, there is 
nothing new to note. Extra sells slowly, but 
the output has been curtailed from 40 to 50 
per cent, and pressers recommend their cus- 
tomers to “take it or leave it,” as they see fit. 
No. lis in fair request, and tolerably liberal 
sales are reported. At the same time, it can- 
not be denied that prevailing high prices are 
stimulating the use of mineral and fish oils as 
lubricants by way of substitutes. Notwith- 
standing all this, however, there is no serious 
anticipation of any near decline, owing to the 
fact that the demand for lard from the South 
as the plague abates bids fair to result ina 
ratural, healthy, upward movement. 

One personal “item of interest’’ may be 
mentioned; the capital stock of N. K. Fair- 
bank & Co. has been increased from $1,000,000 
to $1,500,000. 

Oleo is uninteresting. The local market is 
absolutely flat, trade being stagnant. Local 
melters are still looking toward Rotterdam us 
their Mecca. Advices from abroad, however, 
are not of the most encouraging description, 
Despite this fact exportation goes freely on. 
and so far as one may judge from appearances 
adecline of 1@2f (or aiike advance) is a cir- 
cumstance worthy of only passing notice. 

PAINTS. 

In the local paint market, no change can te 
noted. As the first of November—virtually the 
close of the season—approaches, there seems 
to be a growing conviction that the year 
rapidly waning will not prove to have as 
profitable a one as had been hoped in the 
spring. As regards the price-list, there are 
practically no changes to be reported. White 
lead, however.exbibtits a firmness vs gratify ing 
as it was, a few months ago, unexpected, and 
jobbers are manifesting more interest in hand- 
ling it than for some time past. Western cor- 
roders have adopted a new method of seit- 
protection against cutting of prices by middle- 
men. In order to secure the benetit of the 
rebates promised in the price list, the jobber 
must sign (in duplicate) a contract binding 
himself to maintain schedule prices. How 
much contidence corroders have in themselves 
may be inferred from tne fact that the form of 
contract submitted provides for its abroga- 
tion at the option of one party thereto only. 
Manufacturers, however, still manifest a readi- 
ness to sell to all comers in quuntities to suit, 
and among the local trade there is perceptibie 
a slight undertone of dissatisfuction. 

DRUGS. 

Another advance of fifteen cen's is to be 
noted in morphia. Opium is nominally the 
same, although a firmer feeling is readily 
recognizable, the outside quotation of last 
week ($3.25) representing the inside price of 
to-day. Quinine continues very firm; the de- 
mand is reported as very strong, and all ap- 
pearances indicate that so far from savoring 
of speculation, it is legitimate and healthy. 
The prevalent impression here is that so far as 
castor oil is concerned, the market has 
“touched bottom,” and that pressers, possibly 
by virtue of a tacit understanding, may bring 
about an a'rupt change i prices without 
warning. This expectation, however, seems 
to be based opon the belief that the bean crop 
has pretty generally reached the mills. In 
glycerine a remarkably firm tone noticeable, 
and an advance would occasion no surprise. 
So far as trade is concerned, the leading firm 
report that October is opening well, and there 
seems to bea bright prospect for a continu- 
ance of the activity which has chacacterized 
the opening of the present season.

The Early History of Cotton Oil. 

From a paper read before the Southern Un- 
derwriters’ Association, at Atlanta, Ga., by 
Mr. Henry V. Ogden, of New Orleans, La., we 
make the following extracts in regard to 
early American attempts to manufacture cot- 
ton oil: 

“The first attempt was made at Natchez, 
Miss., in 1834. So far as can be ascertained the 
honor of the first attempt belongs to Messrs. 
James Hamilton Cooper and Samuel Plumber, 
of Georgia, ani associated with them were 
Mr. Follet, of Norfolk, Va., and Major Ander- 
son Miller, of Louisvitle, Ky. The late Archi- 
bald Dunbar and other prominent citizens in- 
vested liberally of their means and shared the 
pecuniary loss that followed. In every re- 
spect, so far as known, the attempt was a dis- 
astrous failure, 

“In the year 1852, just eighteen years later, 
it attracted the attention of William Wilbur 
and Frederick GooJe, of New Orleans. These 
gentlemen embarked their all in a new ut- 
tempt to give it practical value, and they con- 
eeived and carried out the plan of a mill, ma- 
chinery and process of extraction, which has 
been the inspiration of much that followed, 
Their improvements enabled them to make oil 
and clarify it; they made the first soap and 
sold the first oil cake, but they did s0 only to 
share the fate of their predecessors cf 1854, 
for, like them, they were pecuniarily ruined. 
hey had, however, succeeded fir enough to 
convince themselves and demonstrate to 
others the possibility of the industry. 

“Inthe year 1855. Mr. C. W. Bradbu'y, of 
New Orleans, engaged in the enterprise. He 
was the first to demonstrate beyond any ques- 
tion the feasibility of the manufacture, but 
his operations were interrupted by the break- 
ing out of the civil war. Messrs. Paulin Mar- 
tin, F. M. Fish, Paul Aldige and A, A. Muayin- 
nis, of New Orleans, engaged also in the busi- 
ness, and were interrupted in its successful 
prosecution by the war. In 1855 a mill was es- 
tablished in Cincinnati and successfully ope- 
rated, Captain Jackson Warner, who was an 
agent for the purchase of seed for this mill, 
suys that on visiting the farm of Mr, Joseph 
Davis, of Mississippi, for the purchase of seed, 
his attention was called to the dwelling of Mr. 
Davis, which was handsomely painted twenty 
years ago with paint in which cottonseed oil 
was used. Mr. Davis told him that the oil was 
expressed on his farm by a small wedye press. 
It was used at Athens, Ga., for the sume pro- 
cess by Dr. Camak,” 

In 1867, just after the war, there were seven 
mills in the country; in 1870, twenty-six; and 
in 1880, forty-five; six of them in New Orleans, 
which alone in that year employed 
hands, paid out $374,142 in wages, and pro- 
duced $2,742,000, 
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The Quinine Market. 


The autumn market report of the firm of 
Gehe & Co., Dresden, contains the following 
inforwation on the conditionof the quinine 
market, The shipments of barb from Ceylon 
in the season [887-88 (from 1 October to end of 
June) amounted to 8,715,237 poundsagainst 11,- 
144,349 pounds in 188-87 and 12,336,599 pounds 
in 1885-86, But although the importation of 
bark has experienced a consid«re ble decrease, 
the price of quinine has been likewise sinking 
considerably. In the German market the price 
paid for quinine sulphate per kilo was 58 mks 
in April, 45 mks in July, the present price be- 
ing 46 mks, The future state of the quinine 
warket is considered unpropitious, though a 
a few of the more sanguine consider a favora- 
ble change as certain; but whoever looks into 
the mutter seriously will see at once that the 
actual condition of the market is such as to 
preveut any speculative movement, From all 
sides an over supply of quinine i- reported; 
the production in America is rated at 7).0,000 
vzs,, und in Europe at 1,000,000 ozs, These two 
continents are expected to represent a total 
of about 3,700,000 ozs, quinine, which is more 
than the whoie world can concume in one 
year. The probability of an improvement in 
the market is therefore considered in influen- 
tial circles as very swall:; many in America are

Essential Oil in Tea. 


Dr. Hassal, the well known food analyst 
writes as follows regarding the essential] oi] in 
tea: “The volatile oil is not present in fresh 
tea, but is developed in the course of drying 
and roasting. It is of a lemon color, readily 
solidities,and becomes resinous on exposure 
totheair. It is to it that the aroma is mainly 
due, The amount present in tea is stated to 
be about 1 per cent.. a statement we consider 
to be open to much doubt, Forthe estimation 
of the volatile oil, « considerable quantity of 
tea must be operated upon. This must be dis- 
tilled wiih water and the distillate received 
into a cool receiver. The oil should be found 
floating upon the water, We may state, hows 
ever, that, in certain attemps we have made, 
we have failed to ‘obtain any weighable 
amount of the oil. The distillate had the odor 
of tea, but no oil drops were visible.” Ace 
cording to Mulder’s frequently quoted analy- 
sis, green teu contains 79 per cent., and black 
tea 60 per cent. of essential oil.—Indian Tea 
Gazette.

Caffeine from Tea Dust. 


We have on former occasions referred to the 
proposal which came before the chemical sec- 
tion of the London Chamber of Commerce re- 
garding the manufacture of caffeine from 
those qualities of ta which are unsuitable for 
dietetic pu’ poses, yet contain alkaloid in such 
quantity that it would be profitable to work 
up the tea in the manufacture of alkaloid, 
Large quantities of this tea are so worked up 
in Germany, and it would te possible to retain 
the greater proportion of the material in this 
country, and to establish practically a new 
industry here, prov ded the customs would 
allow the kinds of tea in question to be landed 
duty free. Overtures having been madeinthe 
proper quarter and the Board of Customs 
having expressed their willingness to meet the 
demands of the chemical section, provided a 
suitable method of denaturalizing the tea was 
submitted to them, The addition of asafeetida 
orlime has been recommended for this pur- 
pose, und although the Board of Customs have 
not yet given their decision as to which 
method will be adopted, matters have ad- 
vanced so far that Messrs, Howards & Sons, of 
Stratford, are about to commence the manu- 
facture of calfeine from tea.—European Mai,

Another Opinm Smuggling Conspira- 
tor Arrested. 


Some weeks ago the papers published sev- 
eral letters found in the possession vf the al- 
leged opium smuggler, Erwin A. Gardner, and 
which were written by the alleged conspira- 
tor, Stone, who is under indictment in New 
York, to “J.C. Haines, Seattle, W. T.” The 
letters strongly implicated Haines in the con- 
spiracy. Inspector Crowley went to Washing- 
ton Territory several weeks ago and found 
that the “Haines” mentioned in the letters 
was John Charles Haines, a member of the 
prominent law firm of Strave, Huines & Mac- 
Micean, of Seattle, and formerly a justice of 
the peace in Chicayo. Crowley placed Haines 
under arrest aud tovwk him befoye a United 
States Court, where he was held over in bonds 
of $10,000 to appear in Buffalo on October 10, 
to answer to the charge of conspiracy in the 
Gardner smuggling case. Huines was the lead- 
ing justice in Chicago. He was noted at that 
time—1873-74—for having made more money 
out of that office thun any man in Cook 
county. He was reputed to have cleared be- 
tween $150,000 and $200,000 in one year.

which had exuded, from which the author 
came to the conclusion that 9°8 per cent. of 
the separated gum was formed from the var- 
bo-hydrates constituting the cell contents.

Soluble Saccharin. 





The great, perhaps the greatest, drawback 
to the more general use of saccharin is its 
sparing solubilility in water; and it is not 
therefore surprising to find that chemists are 
exervising their ingenuity to present it in a 
mere suluble form to the public says the Brit- 
ish and Colonial Druggist. A patent has recent- 
ly been taken out by Mr. A. G. Salsumon, A. 
R.8.M. for a method of preparing soluble 
saccharine. Mr. Salamon states that it bas 
hitherto been usual to mix saccharin with 
half its weight of the dry carbonate of an al- 
kali, and to supply this mixture for commer- 
cial purposes. The disadvantages are that 
its solution in water is uttended with etferves- 


cence; the alkali is likely to be in excess, and | 


so destroy the flavor of the substance in- 
tended to be sweetened, and adulteration is 
sure to follow. Mr. Salamon’s pre aration 
contains but a small percentage of alkali, and 
its solution in water is practically neutral to 
test paper. His mixture is prepared by dis- 
solving the saccharin in water, adding about 
three-fifths of its weight of sodic bicarbonate, 
and after effervescence evapurating to dry- 
ness. The residue is reduced to powder, and is 
then fit for use,

116, 104 and 115 parts by weight of the soluble 
compound. The patentee’s claim is the pro- 
duction of a soluble preparation of saccharin 
in the same manner, and for the purposes set 
forth above. 

Another process of preparing soluble sac- 
charin, recently recommended by M. PF. 
Mercier, is also deserving of notice, especially 
since the precautions adopted in his process 
point to defects in that of Mr. Salamon. 

H. Mercier suggests the following propor-

And states that it is important to cease add- 
ing ticarbonate before the saccharine is en- 
tirely saturated, that the soda salt should be 
added insmall quantities ata time, and that 
the operation should take ten to fifteen hours, 
Moreover, that heat will readily cause the for- 
mation of salicylic acid if caustic alkali is pres- 
ent, as it usually is in the ordinary carbonates 
of the alkalls, and that a para-compound pos- 
sessing no sweetness is also likely to be formed 
under the same circumstances. As _ usual, 
when doctors differ,the best and most prudent 
plan is to wait until further tests prove which 
is the superior method, So far as our present 


knowledge extends it would be difficuit to say 
| which method is to be preferred; but itis only 


right to state that it is generally supposed that 
the heat of fusion is necessary to convert in 
the presence of a caustic alkali saccharin into 
salicylic acid. This point might easi- 
ly be determined. The formation of 
a para-compound in the manner indicated 
would be a great drawback, and it would Le 
desirable if further experiments were made 
in order to place beyond doubt that whether 
or not this useless substance is formed in Mr. 
Salamon’s method. Weshall watch with in- 
terest the further development of this modi- 
fied form of saccharin.

The English Salt Trust, 

The proposed “corner” in salt has directed 
public attention to the Cheshire salt fields, and 
#reat interest is taken in the movement. That 
the syndicate is the direct outcome of the very 
low prices prevailing for salt for the past five 
The Cheshire salt 
invnufacturers started an association amongst 
themselves for the purpose of regulating the 
trude; but private jealousies intervened, and 
the result was that the association came to 
srief. In his Salt Circular last year, Mr. Falk, 
of Cheshire and Liverpool wrote: “Implaca- 

je competition among asmall section of the 
sargest makers, bus brought prices below al 
records, salt being freely offered at fifty pe. 

ent below cost. All the large chemical con- 
tracts for 1898 have been taken at ruinous 
prices. Nor bus there been any more exten- 
sive demand for the article below cost. The 
total export shows a considerable decrease on 
the average. The principal of association has 
been violated again, and with more disustrous 
result thanever yet known. Nothing but « 
new form of general consolidation can resus- 
citate the trade.” Here the case is stated in 
aputshell. It was seen chat the only organi- 
zation capable of preventing the manufactur- 
ers from suicidal competition was one that 
held the bulk of the sult in itsown hands, It 
was at first thought that the effect of the 
“corner” would be disastrous to the chemicul 
manutacturers; but one of the promoters of 
the ‘Trust Company writes: “I do not see why 
the chemical trades should be seriously affect- 
ed, becuuse the directors of the Salt Company 
are hardly likely to injure such good cust: m- 
ers, and thereby lessen the demand for sait. 
Rather will they not benetit the chemical 
trade by warding off competition with them? 
It seems to me that the effect of the new com- 
bina ion will be to benefit the salt industry by 
enabling the salt producers to obtain a fair 
return on their capital and to injure nobody; 
for if the chemical traders are supplied at low 
rates for manufacturing purposes, the general 
consumers will be the persons to pay m re, 
and the increase to them will be so intinitesi- 
mal that they won’t know they pay more un- 
less you tell them.” 

The Salt Trust clearly intend to squeeze 
their profits ont of the public through the re- 
tail tracer. Locally its effect upon the manu- 
facturers will be satisfactory, It is stated in 





Cheshire that several firms have parted with 
their works for enormous sums, Six of the 
leading manufacturers will be in the new 
trust. No doubt the quantity of salt made in 
Cheshire has been a constantly increasing one. 
Mr. Thomas Ward of Northwich, perhaps one 
of the best living authorities, computes that 
the salt beds around Northwich cover ot least 
three squre miles, and contain in te aggre- 
gute about 900,000,000 tons. The Winsford 
beds are about six miles in extent and contain 
about 1,9 0,000,000 tons of salt. There are other 
beds around these two salt towns, and thesup- 
ply is practically inexhaustible. 

In Cheshire the method of business is to sell 
the salt at the works, and the buyer adds the 
cost of transport. The price of common salt 
is the stundard by which all other qualities 
are fixed, Butter or unstoved salt is usually 
1s 6d per ton more; shoots or broken stoved 
boiled salt, 8s more: handed squares stoved 
salt, 5s to 6s more; and fishery or coarse salt 
from Is 6d to 5s more, according to quality. 
ay salt and refined table salt fetch prices 
not regulated by any other qualities, varying 
from 30s to 50 per ton. The price for common 
sult has been subject to some extraordinary 
fluctuations, The average price in 1872 was 12s 
4d per ton; in 1474, 14s 8d; and in 1874, 10s. Since 
then the price hus gone lower and lower, al- 
must without a break. During 1581 it was 
on 489d onthe average, during subsequent 
years the average price was still lower. It 
was at this juncture that the association came 
into operation. and it had quite an inglorious 
career. At one time the Cheshire landowners 
endeavored to make the salt manufacturers 
responsible forthe subsidence of their land. 
In their battle with the salt manufacturers, 
the landed proprietors showed that in Cbes- 
hire 2,808 acres of land and 1,308 houses were 
damnuged by the extract of salt,but they could 
not obtain a halfpenny compensation. The 
statement that Mr. Corbett, M. P., of Droit- 
wich, refused to join the syndicate, is exciting 
much attention in Che.hire, His absentation 
will not be fatal to the movement, but it is 
quite unnecessary to add that it will Le a 
source of financial weakness. A little salt 
woes a long way, and the opposition of a large 
manufacturer, such as Mr, Corbett, is causing 
some uneasiness,—London Grocer.

The Senate Tariff Bill. 

The following extracts from the tariff bill 
prepared by the Senate Finance Committee, 
and submitted to the Senate last week, com- 
prise all contained therein relating to or af- 
tecting the interests represented by the RE- 
PORTER. The extracts are from a certified of- 
ficial copy of the bill. 

ALCOHOL IN THE INDUSTRIAL ARTS, 

See. 3. That the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue be, and hereby is, authorized, with 
the approval of the Senretary of the Treasury, 
upon the filing of such bond as he may pre- 
scribe, to establish warehouses, to be desig- 
nated as bonded alcohol warehouses, to be 
used exclusively for the storing of distilled 
spirits, of an alcoholic strength of not less 
than one hundred and eighty per centum of 
proof spirit as defined by section thirty-two 
hundred and forty-nine of the Revised Stat- 
utes of the United States, and in the distillers’ 
original casks or packages, each of which 
wurehouses shall be in the charge of a store- 


keeper or store-keeper and gauger, to 
be appointed, assigneu, transferred, 
and paid in the same manner that 


store-keepers and store-keepers and gaugers 
tor distillery warehouses are now appointed 
assigned, transferred, and paid. Every such 
warehouse shall be under the control of the 
collector of internal revenue of the district in 
which such warehouse is located, shall be in 
the joint custody of the store-keeper, or store- 
keeper and gauger, and the proprietor there- 
of, and kept securely locked, and shall at no 
time be unlocked or opened, or remain open, 
exceptin the presence of such store-keeper, 
or store-kveperand guuger, or other person 
who my be designated to act for him, as pro- 
vided in the case of distillery warehouses. 
Aud such warehouses shull be under such fur- 
ther regulations as the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Keyvenue, with the approval of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, may prescribe, 

Src, 4. That distilled spirits of an alcoholic 
strength of not less than one hundred and 
eighty per centum of proof spirit as defined 
vy section thirty-two hundred and forty-nine 
of the Kevised Statutes of the United Staces 
muy, atter having been properly gauged, 
murked, stamped, and branded in distillery 
warehouses, under regulations to be prescrib- 
ed by the Cummissioner of Internal Kevenue, 
und approved by the Secietary of the Treas- 
uary, and also stumped as hereinafter provid- 
ed, be removed in bond from distiilery bonded- 
warehouses to a bonded alcohol warehouse, 
under such regulations and after making such 
entries, and executing and filing with the col- 
lector of the district in which such spirits were 
manufactured such bonds and bills of lading, 
and giving such other aaditional security as 
muy be prescribed by tbe Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue and approved by the Secre- 
tury of the Treasury. 

Sec. 5. That such distilled spirits, after being 
Geposited in such bonded alcohol warehouse, 
may, under such regulations as the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, with the approval 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, shall pre- 
scribe, be removed to secure store-rooms, and 
used in manufacturing establishments, as 








hereinafter provided, without payment of the 
internul-revenue tax, in the industrial arts, 


and in the manufacture of articles, 
preparations, compounds, acetic and 
other avids, and medicinal drugs, or 


chemicals made according to the directions of 
the Uuited States or other national pharma- 
copeeia or according to formulas, as published 
in any of the dispensatories in common use 
among physicians or apothecaries in the Uni- 
ted States. But nothing herein contained shall 
be held or construed as authorizing the use of 
any distilled spirits upon which the internal- 
revenue tax bas not been paid, in the manu- 
facture of tincture proprietary articles, wines, 
liquors, cordiuls, bitters, or other alcoholic 
ccmpounds which are used or sold as bever- 
ages, or which, in the opinion of the Commis- 
sioner Internal Revenue, may be so used or 
All articles excluded from the pro- 


sold, 

visions of this act, manufactured or stored on 
uny premises to which distilled spirits 
have been removed free of tax 
under the _ provisions of this act, 


and all articles manufactured or stored in 
violation of this act, shall be forfeited to the 
United States. Every person desiring to have 
a bonded alcohol warehouse or store-room es- 
tablished, intending to commence or continue 
business therein, shall file with the collector 
of internal revenue of the district in which the 
building or room to be used as such warehouse 
or store-room is located a notice in duplicate 
of his desire and intention, stating the loca- 
tion of the building or room, and such other 
information as the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, with the approval of the Secretary 
of the Taeasury, may require; and at the time 
of tne filing of such notice shall execute a 
bond induplicate in the form prescribed by 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, con- 
ditioned that he will comply with all the pro- 
visions of law and regulations made in pursu- 
ance thereof pertaining to the business to be 
carried on by him, and that he will not use or 
allow to be used, any distilled spirits entered 
into or removed from his warehouse or store- 
room, by any person or persons whatsoever 
for any of the uses not authorized by this act, 
and that in case any such spirits shall be so 
used he shall pay, or cause to be paid, to the 
United States a sum double ,the amount 
of the tariff on all such spirits so used, and 
shall pay all penalties incurred or fines im- 
posed on him for violation of any of the pro- 
visions of this act. Suid bonds shall each be 
with at least two sureties, approved by the 
collector of the district, and for the penal 
sum of not less than double the amount of 
the tax on the estimated quantity of such 
spirits that are intended to be entered in such 
warehouse or store-room as the case may be, 


during a pericd of sixty days, but in no 
ease shall the penal sum _ of — said 
warehouse bond be less than one 
hundred thousand dollars, nor that 


of the store-room bond be less than five thou- 
sand dollars,-and the said bonds shall be 
strengthened and renewed at such times, and 
shall contain such other conditions as the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue may re- 
quire. The collector may rafuse to approve 
suid bond when, in his judgment, the situation 
of the warehouse or store-room is such as will 
enable the warehouse proprietor or the man- 
ufacturer to defraud the United States; and in 
case of such refusal the proprietor or manu- 
facturer may appeal to the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, whose decision in the 
matter shall be final. One copy of the notice 
and application and bond will be forwarded 
to the Commissioner of Internal Revenue and 
one of each will be retained by the collector. 

Sec. 6. That all distilled spirits intended to 
be entered for deposit in a bonded alcohol 
warehouse, before being removed from the 
distillery warehouse, shall have affixed to 
each cask or package an engraved stamp indi- 
vative of such intention, to be provided and 
furnished to the several collectors as in the 
case of other stamps, and to be charged to 
them and accounted forin the same manner, 
and forthe expense attending the providing 
and affixing such stamps ten cents for each 
stamp shail be paid to the collector of the 
district on making the entry for such re- 
moval. 

Sec. 7. That any manufacturer, after having 
provided, at his own expense, on the prem- 
ises, and connected with his manufactory, a 
secure store-room, in which all spirits used in 
the manufactory shall be exclusively entered 
and stored, and to be separated by a secure 
wall from all other parts of such manufac- 
tory, and with one door only entering therein, 
and all other openings secured and fastened, 
and approved by the collector of the district 
and the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
after the filing of the notice and bond as re- 
quired by this act, may, under such bonds and 
securities as the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, with the approval of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, may prescribe, remove dis- 
tilled spirits of an alcoholic strength of not 
less than one hundred and eighty per centum 
of proof spirit as detined by section thirty-two 
hundred and forty-nine of the Kevised Stat- 
utes of the United States, in distillers’ original 
casks or packages, without payment of the 
internal revenue tax, from a bonded alcohol 
warehouse, as defined in this act, to his store- 
room for use in bis manufactory as hereinbe- 
fore provided. But such spirits shall remain 
in the original packages until withdrawn for 
immediate use. Every such store-room shal 








be under the control of the collector of inter- 
nal reve nue of the district in which such man- 
ufacto ry is located, and shall be in the charge 
of a store-keeper, or store-keeper and gauger, 
and in the joint custody of the store- 
keeper, or store-keeper and gauger, and 
the proprietor thereof, and kept securely 
locked, and shall at no time be unlocked or 
opened, or remain open, except in the pres- 
ence of such store keeper, or store keeper and 
gauger, or other person who may be desig- 
nated to act for him, as provided in the case of 
distillery warehouses, and such store keeper, 
or store keeper and gauger shall be appointed, 
assigned, transferred, and paid in the same 
manner that store keepers or store keepers 
and gaugers for distillery warehouses are now 
appointed, assigned, transferred and paid. 
And in case the official bond of the store 
keeper, or store keeper and gauger has been 
approved before the passage of this act, such 
officer shall file a new official bond, which 
must be approved by the commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue before he is assigned to duty 
under the provisions of this act. 

Sec, 8. The store keeper or store keeper and 
gauger assigned to such store room shall, in 
addition to keeping such books and making 
such reports, concerning spirits entered in, 
and delivered and removed from such store 
room, as may be prescribed by the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, with the approval 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, have access 
to every part of such manufactory in which 
such distilled spirits are used, and make a re- 
porteach month to the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, stating the kind and quantity 
of distilled spirits nsed during the month, the 
purpose for which used, and furnish such 
other information as the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, may require and 
prescribe; and such store rooms shall be under 
such further regulations as the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, may prescribe. 

Sec. 9% That under such regulations as the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, with the 
approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
may prescribe, any proprietor of a boned 
alcohol warehouse, who has filed with the col- 
lector a bond with at least two sureties, and 
in the form and sum specified in this act, may 
admix with the distilled spirits entered in his 
warehouse, in the presence of the store keeper, 
methylic alcohol, wood alcohol, or wood naph- 
tha, which shall cause such distilled spirits to 
be unfit for use asa beverage; and such dis- 
tilled spirits, after being so methylated, and 
drawn off in the presence of the store keeper, 
orstore keeper and gauger, and under the su- 
pervision of a gauger to be designated by the 
collector, into packages of a form and mate- 
rial to be prescribed by the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, and different from those of 
casks in which distilled spirits are usually 
contained, such packages to be sauged, 
marked, stamped and branded by the gauger 
as the Commissioner of Internal Revenue,with 
theapproval of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
may prescribe, muy be sold and removed trom 
such warehouse without the payment of the 
internal revenue tax. But distilled spirits pro- 
duced in different months shall not be drawn 
into the same packaye, and each package shall 
not be of less capacity than five wine gallons, 
nor of greater capacity than twenty-five wine 
gallons, nor contain more than thirty-nine 
proof gallons of spirits. Methylated spirits 
may be used in the arts and manufactures, and 
for burning, and in the manufacture of arti- 
cles and compounds, except wines, liquors, 
cordials, bitters and other alcoholic com- 
pounds used and sold as beverages, or in the 
opinion of the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue calculated or intended to be so used or 
sold. And the methylation of such spirits shall 
be by the addition of methylic alcohol, wood 
alcohol, or wood naptha in such quantities, 


and in such manner, in the presence 
of the store-keeper, or store-keeper 
and gauger, as the Commissioner 


of Internal Kevenue, with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, may prescribe. 
And no such methylated spirits shail be per- 
mitted on any premises in which the business 
of a distiller, rectifier, wholesale liquor dealer, 
or retail liquor dealer is carried on, or in 
premises connected therewith by any private 
or internal communication. Every person in- 
tending to withdraw methylated spirits from 
any bonded alcohol warehouse shall file with 
the collector of the district in which the 
spirits are to be used an application, under 
oath, setting forth the purpose for which the 
spirits are to be withdrawn, the estimated 
quantity to be so withdrawn and used during 
a period of one year; the place where the 
spirits are to be stored, and a full description 
of the premises on which the spirits are to be 
so used; also, the name and residence of every 
person interested, or to be interested, in the 
business to be carried on at said premises; and 
the application shall be insuch form, and shall 
contain such further information as the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue may, by regu- 
lation require. 

Upon the receipt of such application, and 
after making such inquiries as will satisfy him 
that the statements therein contained are 
true, tho collector shall, upon the applicant 
filing with him a bond with satisfactory sure- 
ties and in a penal sum of not less than double 
the amount of the tax on the spirits intended 
to be withdrawn during the period of one 
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year, issue a permit, under seal, for the with- 
drawal of said spirits for the purpose or pur- 
poses to betherein specified; said bona and 
permit shall be in such form as the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue may prescribe, 
and may be renewed, and shall be canceled, or 
revcked at his discretion. 


And the Commissioner of Internal Revenue | 


is authorized to have svch permits printed 
from engraved plates and with serial numbers 
as in the case of special tax stamps, 

No methylated spirits shall be withdrawn 
from any bonded alcohol warehouse except 
upon a permit issued as aforesaid, which per- 
mit shall,at the time each withdrawal of spirits 
is made thereunder,be presented by the person 
to whom it is issued, or by his duly authorized 
agent, to the store-keeper in charge of the 
warehouse, who sball indorse upon the permit 
the quantity of spirits withdrawn, giving the 
number of packages, the serial number of 
packages and stamps,the number of proof gal- 
lons, the date when tax is due by three years’ 
limit, and the date of withdrawal in eacn case. 
But in no case shall the quantity of spirits 
withdrawn under any permit during the peri- 
od for which the permit is issued exceed the 
quaniity of spirits specified therein. And the 
sale. removal,and use of such methylated spir- 
its shall be under such regulations and restric- 
tions as the Commiesioner of Internal Reve- 
uue, wi h the approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, may prescribe. And said Commis- 
sioner may, in his discretion, exact bonds and 
returns of persons who purchase or receive, 
use, or transport methylated spirits. And auy 
internal revenue officer shall, at all times,have 
right of accéss to all premises on which such 
methylated spirits are received,stored,or used, 
And the provisions of sections thirty-two hun- 
dred and seventy-six and thirty-two hundred 
and seventy-seven of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States, so far as applicable, are 
hereby made to apply tosuch premises and to 
the proprietors or occupants thereof. Andany 
person who shall demethylate, or separate 
methylic alcohol, wood alcohol, or wood naph- 
tha from any such distilled spirits, or use, or 
by willful neglect, cause to be used, any such 
methylated spirits for any of the uses not au- 
thorized by this act, or who shall separate or 
recover, or cause the separation or rccovery 
of any alcohol permitted to be used in the 
manufacture of any of the articles by the pro- 
visions of this act free of tax, shall on convic- 
tion pay a penalty of not less than five hun- 
dred dollars, nor more than five thousand dol- 
lars, and be imprisoned not less than six 
months nor more than three years. 

Sec. 10, That every proprietor of any such 
bonded alcohol warehouse who shall have filed 
the application and bond, and every manufac- 
turer who shall have provided a suitable store- 
room, which have been approved by the col- 
lector of the district, and the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, shall provide a book to be 
prepared and kept in such form as the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue may prescribe, and 
shall make daily entries therein of all spirits 
received, with the name of the person from 
whom the spirits were purchased, and the 
name of the distiller by whom and the district 
in which the spirits were produced, the serial 
number of each cask or package, and the actu- 
al contents of each when received by him. He 
sha}) also, in like manner, enter in said book the 
quantity of spirits removed each day, and the 
name, occupation, and address of the person 
to whom the spirits are suld; and if a manufac- 
turer, he shall enter in said book the quantity 
removed from the store-room, and if less than 
acask or package, the actual quantity re- 
moved from any cask or package; und he shall 
also enter the name of all articles, in the man- 
ufacture of which such spirits have been used, 
asauthorized in this act. And every person 
ke»ping the book herein required shall, on or 
before the tenth day of each month, make a 
full and accurate transcript of all entries 
made during the preceding month, and shall, 
after verifying the same by oath, forward the 
same, througb the collector of the district, to 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue. The 
book herein required shall te kept on the 
premises described in the application, and 
shall, at all times, be opened for the inspec- 
tion of any revenue officer, and such officer 
shall at all times have access to said premises 
for the purpose of inspecting the same, or any 
stock, utensil, apparatus, or appliances there- 
in, where such spirits are used, and the owner 
or occupant of said premises shall, on demand 
of such officer furnish needful assistance to 
enable the said otlicer to make such examina- 
tionand report. And any person who shai! will- 
fully use, or by neglect cause to be used, any 
distilled spirits, entered in his bonded alcohol 
warehouse or store-room established under 
this act, in any manner except as expressly 
provided and permitted in this act, shall, on 
conviction, pay a penalty of not less than one 
thousand dollars nor more than five thousand 
dollars, and be imprisoned not less than six 
months nor more than three years. 

Sec. 11. That any person who, under the pro- 
visions of this act, or undor any regulation is- 
sued in pursuance hereof, shal] neglect or re- 
fuse to make or render any entry, b nd, or 
account, or shall make or render any false or 
fraudulent entry, bond, or account, or shall, 
in qualifying as a surety to any bond required 
by this act,make any false or fraudulent 
statement or representation as to the property 
owned by him, and any person who shall fail 
to se any stamp, label, tag, mark, caution- 





notice, or any other device prescribed by this 
act, or by any regulation issued in pursuance 
of this act, or shall fraudulently use or re-use 
the same, shall for any such offense, on convic- 
tion had, be fined not less than five hundred 
dollars, nor more than five thousand dollars, 
and be imprisoned not less than six months, 
nor more than three years; and any vessel, 
package, or other inclosure not stamped, 
marked, or branded as required by law and 
this act, all spirits or other materials contain- 
ed in such vessels, cask, or package, or inclos- 
ure, shall be forfeited to the United States, 
Nothing in this act shall be construed as ex- 
tending the time within which the tax on dis- 
tilled spirits shall be p id beyond the limit fixed 
by law within which such spirits must be with- 
drawn from distillery warehouses under pay- 
ment of the tax. And, in case any spirits 
withdrawn from a distillery warehouse under 
the provisions of this act are not used as au- 
thorized by this act within the time fixed by 
the distiller’s warehousing bond for the pay- 
ment of the tax, the Commissioner of Internal 
revenue shall assess the tax against the per- 
son liable, under bond as warehouse proprie- 
tor or manufacturer at the time, for the 
proper use and custody of the spirits, and 
such tax shall be collected as in the case of 
other assessed taxes. 

It shall not be lawful for any person to re- 
ecive, use, or store any methylated distilled 
spirits free of internal-revenue tax under the 
provisions of this act on any premises within 
six hundred feet in a direct line from any 
premises used as a distillery or for rectifying 
distilled spirits. 

Any person who shall receive, or used dis- 
tilled spirits, free of tax, under the provisions 
of this act, and ehall knowingly or will- 
fully omit, neglect, or refuse to do, or 
cause to be done, any of the things required 
to be done by this act, or any regulation made 
pursuant thereto, or shall do anything by this 
act prohibited, or declared thereby to be un- 
lawful, if there be no specific penalty or pun- 
ishment imposed by this act for the ne- 
glecting, omitting, or refusing to do the thing 
required, or for the doing, or causing to be 
done, the thing prohibited, or declared unlaw- 
ful, he shall, on conviction, pay a penalty at 
the discretion of the court, not exceeding five 
thousand dollars. And the Commissioner ot 
Internal Revenue is authorized to determine 
the quality and strength of the methylic alco- 
hol wood alcohol, or wood naphtha, that may 
be used in methylating spirits. And the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue may also, at 
his discretion, require the maker of methyl- 
ated spirit to provide a separate store-room 
and vats, with suitable locks and fastenings, 
for keeping and storing methylic alcohol, 
wood alcohol, or wood naphtha, used in me- 
thylating and mixing, and may require sam- 
ples to be furnished from such vats, or other 
recepticles, for chemical analysis and for his 
approval. 

Sec. 12. That on and after the first day of 
February, eighteen hundred and eighty-nine, 
the following sections shall constitute and be 
asubstitnte for title thirty-three of the Re- 
vised States: 

TITLE XXXIII.

. 2h02. There shall be levied,collected, and 
paid upon all articles imported from foreign 
countries, and mentioned in the schedules 
herein contained, the rates of duty which are, 
by the schedu'es and paragraphs, respectfully 
prescribed, namely:

The pig lead market has been unsettled and 
irregular during the past week, under the al- 
ternate hammeryings of the bullsand the bears. 
The opening figures were 5°0714c for spot and 
5°12%e for October, butat these prices trading 
was moderate, about 300 tons changing hands, 
the buyers supposed to be the shorts. Later 
in the week the market broke to 4°$5c for spot 
and October, owing to a pressure to sell, but 
as sellers withdrew on Friday the market re- 
covered, advancing to 5°05¢ for spot and Octo- 
ber. During the balance of the week the mar- 
ket was dull, prices going off again, and closing 
to-day at 5c paid for 100 tons spot, 5(04%e 
asked and 4°95c bid for October, while No- 
vember and December were held respect- 
ively at 510c and 5e without bids. Con- 
sumers are still looking on, and manifest 
no inclination to buy. Messrs. Everett & 
Post write us from Chicago, under date 
of Oct. 6: “This market has ruled quiet, al- 
though considerable lead has passed into 
hands of consumers for spot and future de- 
livery at a shade under ruling prices. Spot 
lead has been sold in a limited way at 5@5.05c. 
Our local consumers claim to be fairly sup- 
plied and not anxious about the future. We 
call the market at the close 5¢e asked for Oc- 
tober. At St. Louis early in the we k values 
under manipulation rose to 5.05¢ bid, but only 
about 200 tons were taken. However, at 5c 
several hundred tons argentiferous were taken 
by the bulls. Consumers, apparently, are 


looking on, awaiting developments. At the 


close nominal quotation is 5c bid for argen- 
tiferous with 5.05¢ asked.” 

White Lead.—The situation is unchanged. 
The combinatlon of the corroders is looked 
upon as the strongest that was ever formed 


by this trade, but it is still incomplete, as 


there is at least one firm  out- 
side who prefer to retain their in- 
dependence. As intimated in our last, the 


fact that the large jobbers are given no ad- 


vantage over the smaller dealers in the matter 
of discounts and rebates is already beginning 
to cause tronble, though as yet the large 
buyers content themselves with expressing 
their dissatisfaction with the arrangement. A 
report from Boston is to the effect that the 
New England Paint and Oil Club will petition 
the pooljto arrange the discounts and rebates 
on a more equitable basis, and it is estimated 
that if this is not done the combination will 
meet with strong and telling opposition. Since 
the advance in prices the volume of business 
has been decreasing, and at present the market 
is dull, The combination prices for lead in oil 
are 74c for lots of less than 500 lbs and 7e¢ for 
500 Ibs and over, less 244 per cent for cash in ‘15 
days, and an extra discount of ée per lb in 60 
days. Buyers of ten tons counting all brands, 
get a rebate of 4c per lb, payable July 31st and 
December Ist on purchases and deliveries 
made prior to those dates.

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Ultramarine Manufacture in England. 


A London Times correspondent gives some 
interesting particulars on the recent devyelop- 
ment of the manufacture of ultramarine in 
England. The principal ultramarine works 
have hitherto been in France and Germany, 
and they bought much of their raw material— 
white clay—in this country, where it is found 
in almost inexhaustible quantities, especially 
in the neighborhood of Poole, in Dorsetshire. 
That ancient port is on the bank of the wide 
estuary of what was millions of yearsagoa 
great river, draining come vast continent, and 
hereabouts was swept down the detritus of 
arziliaceous rocks and fine sand, forming the 
elay in which are found perfect casts of ferns 
and a plant like the eucalyptus of Australia. 
The clay was used by Wedgwood and his fel- 
low workers of the Staffordshire potteries; but 
besides this utilising of the clay for British 
potteries, which still goes on, it has been ex- 
ported from Poole to foreign potteries from 
time immemorial, and of late years to France 
and Germany for the purpose of making ultra- 
marine. Poole, therefore, has naturally been 
chosen as the fittest place to set up the new 
ultramarine works. The raw material is first 
treated in a so-culled white chamber, where 
the grinding and mixing are done{by a mill 
worked in the usual way by heavy stone ver- 
tical rollers moving round inatrough. The 
native powdery clay is here mixed intimately 
with common resin and soda, and when 
sufficiently fine it is fit to be charged, by 
shaking and gentle pressure, into a crucible, 
which iscylindrical and sbout 18 inches high. 
The charged crucible is then sealed up ready 
forthe furnace. This is very large, quadran- 


gular in form, with closed chambers, the fire 
ing below, aud the heat communicated to 
the crucibles kept at a steady rose-red point 
for thirty-six hours, and then gradually re- 
duced to the temperature at which the pro- 
ducts can be exposed to the air and light 
without change. This cooling appears to bea 
matter of essential importance, for if the heat 
has not been fully maintained the color is 
found to be green instead of blue. This con- 
dition, however, which is transitional, is found 
to be a permanent one under the influence of 
any degree of sunlight and exposure to the 
atmosphere, and consequently this green is 
made as well as the blue, and it is, in fact, a 
very beautiful color, much resembling in tint

and quely the color known to artists as 
green cobalt. Of course, it is only useful as a 
pigment, while the blue is also largely em- 
ployed by laundry blue makers, color printers, 
paper stainers, etc. As it is necessary to pro- 
duce the blue in the state of an impalpable 
powder and to abstract from it every impur- 
ity, it has to be washed in pure water bya 
method of constant stirring, when after a 
time the soluble matters are removed and the 
blue is suspended in the water. It has then to 
be collected and dried in large heated cham- 
bers, after which it is again brought into fine 
powder and submitted to the still finer sifting 
obtained by revolving sieves made of silk, 
through which the now impalpable powder 
finds its way. The ultramarine made at Poole 
is sold at the rate of £35 perton. We may add 
that last year 24,704 cwts. of ultramarine were 
imported into the United Kingdom from Ger- 
many alone, and that the total exports of 
ultramarine from the latter country were 
103,470 cwts.

TUESDAY EVENTING, Oct. 9, 1888. 

The linseed oil market is ruled by higher 
quotations. City crushers advanced their 
prices lc. on Oct. 3, and added another cent on 
the following day, making 56c, for domestic 
raw oil, and 58e. for Calcutta seed oil, at which 
figures the market is apparently steady but 
sensitive. It would not be surprising to hear 
of another advance before the week is out. 
Western oil on spot is held at 54c. and scarce. 
The demand inthis market and elsewhere is 
good, The holding back of sced in the inte- 
rior is said to be the principal cause of the 
higher prices, but whether it is done by grow- 
ers or speculators, is an open question, 

Cotton oil operations lately have been con- 
fined principally to the west to satisfy urgent 
wants of large consumers. The stock of old 
oil not being sufficient to meet the demand, 
compelled buyers to seek new crude and it is 
said that considerable business has been done 
in bulk shipment. The transactions were on 
private terms, but it is said that one lot of 
prime new crude realized 43ec in Chicago to 
meet a case of necessity. It is also reported 
that Chicago parties have bid 3ic for crude in 
bulk at the milis during November, without 
acceptance. Thisis the first indication of busi. 
ness in new crop, and the prospects are that 
the West yill continue to be in the market for 
important quantities, as the stock of oil ir 
consumptive channels was allowed to run 
low. The wants in that direction will 
probably be given the preference before the 
New York market is supplied. The feeling 
here is one of in lifference as to future results. 
We fail to hear of any inquiry or desire to 
purchase for forward delivery, as the expec- 
tation of buyers isin the line of lower values 
and a goodsupply. Spot oil is the only article 
traded in so far, and the insignificant stock 
gives no opportunity for large sales. The 
small quantity of prime crude still obtainable 
is quoted as usual at 42c, and a few tail ends 
are offering at firm figures. Summer yellow 
oil commands 50c, but there is little, if any, to 
be had. Summer white oil is moving at 0@5lc 
for round lots of 100 bbls, and this grade will 
also be cleaned up before new oil arrives. The 
latter part of thismonth may see a few strag- 
ling arrivals,and when the early demands have 
been satisfied an easier tendency is looked 
for. Weare wired from New Orleans to-night 
that crude is quoted at 274c,

Elaine oil is steadyin price at37@40c per gal- 
lon, according te quantity, but the advanced 
rates interfere with business. Saponitied red 
oil is difficult to sell for the same reason. Two 
car loads are reported sold at 5iéc per tb, and 
Western brands are offering at 53gc,with 5c bid 

Cod oil continues to receive attention, and 
values are tending upward, 37@38c. being now 
quoted for prime domestic oil. 

The crude sperm oil market has been active, 
with ‘sales of 2,000 bbls. @Aic., 500 bbls @65c. 
and 650 bbls. @é66c., all for manufacture, and 
the market closes firm at 66@67c. The refined 
market has sympathized tothe extent of 3c. 
per gallon, as will be seen by our revised quo- 
tations on page 49.

The Oil Palm at Loanda. 


The following notes on the African oil palm 
are from a report on the products of Loanda, 
and are interesting as supplying an authori- 
tative account of the manufacture of palm 
oil from an eye witness. Although the oil 
palm may be said to be a wild plant of these 
regions and requires no planting or cultiva- 


tion, it nevertheless receives a certain amount 
of attention at the hands of the natives in the 
shape of pruning, lopping off dead and dying 
leaves, tapping some of the stronger leaves, 


with the object generally, it is thought of im* 


proving the fruit. The huge spadices are said 
in some instances to bear, probably, as many 
as a thousand nuts or fruits, each about the 
size end nearly the shape of a pigeon’s egg, (of 
a bright red color, tinged some times with 
yellow and in some cases deepening into black. 
The outer covering of tne fruitis from 4% to 
¥ inch in thickness, composed of fibrous mat- 
ter and pulp, and containing the oil. To ex- 
tract this the nuts are boiled and beaten to 
separate the oil from the pulp. This is after- 
wards skimmed off and put into pots ready 
for sale, and requires no further preparation. 
The hard seed are cracked, and the kernels 
form an article of commerce, a fine white oil 
being produced from them. A few years ago 
the oil from this district was sold in Europe at 
£40 per ton; ithas now gone down to £20 and 
there is no prospect at present of any improve- 
ment in price, so many substitutes of a cheap 
kind, notably petroleum, being now employed 
in manufactures where at One{time only palm 
oil was used, suchas soap, candles, &c. The 
substance of the kernel after the oil is ex- 
pressed is used to make cattle cake. The only 
agricultural implements in use are the hoe and 
the hatchet.—Cardiners’ Chronicle.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 





TUESDAY EVENING, Oct. 9, 1888. 

The decline in the price of certificates of 
fully four cents at a time when the market 
was naturally expected to respond to the bull- 
ish influences that are so prominent a feature 
of the statistical situation, is the most remark- 
able feature of the week. The decline is due 
to the extreme susceptibility of the market 
to bear influences, and while it may be claimed 
there have been no bear features, possible 
contingencies have been sufficient to furnish 
alarmists material for bearish reports and re- 
flections which, under existing conditions, 
have been suffieient to nullify the prominent 
bullish features. ‘The activity of drilling oper- 
ations in the old fields is regarded as a menace, 
though it would take a score of gushers to 
bring the production to the point where there 
would be no further reduction in stocks. It is 
safe to say that the consumption will continue 
to exceed the production for the remainder of 
the present year, at least, and yet the incoming 
of anew well witha production of 2.500 bbls 
per day would act as a depressor of values, not 
to be evercome by the fact that stocks are 
being reduced to the extent of 15,000 bbls. per 
day. Another feature tending to make the 

erators fearful of a disastrous slump is the 
block of 5,000,000 bbls. held in reserve for the 
benefit of the P. P. A., and which becomes 
available on the first of next month. This 
really is as a millstone hung over the specula- 
tive market, and whenever the bears have no 
other argument they refer to thisas though 
the whole block was liable to be dumped on 
the market at any moment. The operations 
on the local exchange have been largely of a 
scalping character, there being few who cared 
to hazard operations on either side of a perm- 
anent character, thus plainly showing the 
feeling of distrust which has prevailed. 
The transactions during the past week show 
an increase over those of the previous 
week, the sales footing up 7,220,000 bbls 
against 5,857,000 bbls for the preceding week. 
The clearances of the local exchange amount- 
ed to 2,110,000 bbls, against 17,930,000 bbls dur- 
ing the preceding week. ‘The total clear- 
ances reported forthe other four exchanges 
amounted to 46,144,000 bbis against 46,360,000 
bbis for the preceding week. ‘The high- 
est price of the week was reachea on Wed- 
nesday, when %c was touched. The low- 
est point of the week was ¥2c, and was 
touched on Saturday and Monday. The open- 
ing price last Wednesday was 9434c, and the 
close this evening was at 925g¢c, showing a loss 
as “ae result of the week’s trading of 2c, 
while the extreme range of fluctuations for 
the week was 4c. 


In the Barkerstown field Guffy’s well on the 
Fulton farm, about 2,000 feet southeast of the 
Gold well struck the sand last Thursday and 
made astrong tlow when but one bit in the sand. 
The well made 15 inches or about 35 bbls. while 
putting on the oil saver. They have two 250 
tanks up and are building an 800 bb! tank. The 
Guffy well on the Flick farm when five bits in 
the sand they struck more oil and gas. It pro- 
duced 50 bbls the last 24 hours. 


In Elk county Edward McDermitt has 15 
rigs up and five more building. This, he thinks, 
will occupy his time until cold weather sets in. 
He will have about ten sets of tools at work at 
once. Among the busy drillers of the big 
woods are Porter & Thyng, Clark & Foster, 
Captain Murphy,et al. T. N. Barnsdall is inter- 
ested with Statesman McDermitt in all he does. 

The Washington Reporter says that a large 
majority of the drills now bouncing in the oil- 
producing regions of Washington county are 
hunting the Gordon sand. Only three welis— 
Davis Bros.’ No. 6 and 7 and the Wheeling 
Central Oil Company’s McBurney 6—are drill- 
ing in the prolific Gantz and fifty-fvoot sand 
territory known as the Smith, Martin and Fer- 
gus pools. It will be three years in January 
since Col. Dwyer and his partners made their 
lucky strike at the Al. Smith No. 1, the first 
well drilled in the Smith pool. That old gusher 
is making the insignificant output of 2 bbls. in 
24hours. Smith No. 2, which on one memor- 
able occasion enriched her owners by putting 
5,000 bbis of oil into the tanksin 24 hours, is 
also down to almost nothing, and the aggre- 
gate daily output of the six or seven wells on 
the Smith farm is only 35 bbls. The Cameron 
farm, adjoining owned by the same parties, is 
doing much better, the 13 wells producing 238

The eastern half of 
the farm is held by John McKeown, who paid 
a good round bonus for his lease. He has two 
rigs completed on the northern end of the 
lease. The Washington Oil Company has lo- 
cated a well on the Carson Bros,’ farm, j:tst 
north of the Knox producer. This farm con- 
tains 200 acres. Carson No. | was one of the 
first wells drilled in the Taylorstown field and 
it has been producing about 5 bbls a day. 
Fred 8. Rich & Co. are building a rig on the 
“fifteen-foot farm” of Adam Gilliland, just 
north of the Knox, and will be drilling within 
20days. McBurney No. 6 got a small addi- 
tional pay streak Wednesday evening at about 
30 feet in the Gantz and filled up about 500 feet 
additional, making 800 feet in all, but did not 
flow.

The Bradford Era says that Mr. Peter Cam- 
eron is authority for the statement that there 
are eight finished wells at Mt. Morris, seven of 
them producing about 500 bbls a day. The 
eighth well is not producing but in a small 
way, it is a prospective producer. The last 
named well is known as the McFadden well on 
the Kennedy farm; it is about 80 rods north 
from the Alexander wells and situate on the 
north bank of Dunkard’s Creek. When Mr. 
Cameron left the field on Wednesday last it 
was full of salt water stained with oil. It will 
be tubed and pumped, Some remarkable trans- 
formations are developed under the pump in 
this territory. The last and largest Alexander 
well may be mentioned as a case in point 
That well flowed at the start off 125 bbls a day:

Lubricants for Wool. 


A writer in the Industrial Record says: Of 
the various alkaline salts in use, to cause the 
mixture of oil and water to form a compos- 
ition to be used as a lubricant for wool, sal 
soda and borax are the most generally used. 
It is the opinion of many carders, and in this I 
agree, that soda has much the same effect on 
stock as that charged to certain oils in my last 
paper, and that, like them, it has not much to 
recommend it, except cheapness and conve- 
nience, Borax, on the contrary, not only 
makes a clean, well blended mixture, but has 
of itself a softening effect on the wool,and for 
these reasons is deservedly a prime favorite in 
many mills. Twenty-five years ago an old 
carder, a Mr. Earl, of Philadelphia, who claim- 
ed to have invented the use of borax water for 
this purpose, was, with more or less success, 
levying a royalty on such manufecturers as 
were using it. His receipt, if memory serves 
me right, was as follows: dissolve 5 lbs. borax 
in 50 gis. water, to be mixed with oil in pro- 
portions of one part oil in two parts water. 
But I think that aqua ammonia is better than 
borax, and wherever the composition can be 
used advantageously, made and used accord- 
ing to the following directions will be found 
to possess all the good qualities that I have 
claimed as requisite in good lubricant for 
wool. 

For 50 gallons of composition, take whatever 
percentage of oil you wish to use, add water 
enough to make up the above quantity, and 
of ammcnia use 14 pints. After mixing,these 
must be brought to a boil; that is, they must 
boil up freely and then the heat by which it 
has been brought to that condition must be 
entirely removed from contact with it. If it 
is heated in the ordinary way, by a steam pipe 
discharging directly into the tank, allowance 
must be made for the condensation of the 
steam, and less water put in before heating. 
If the tank holds more than the required 
amount, it should be gauged for the proper 
quantity, and if after it has come to a boil it is 
found that more water is needed to bring it 
up to the mark, sufficient boiling water must 
be added. Then the connecting steam pipe 

should be removed, the tank covered, and the 
composition be allowed to cool before using. 
Do not reheat it. It is ready for useat any 
time, unless it is allowed to freeze. Although 
it will not separate as fast as cream does from 
milk, it is better to agitate it with a paddle be- 
fore drawing or dipping it from the tank. 

If the water is soft and the oil and ammonia 
of the best quality, the percentages of oil and 
water can be varied to any extent and the 
same results attained as to thorough and per- 
manent mixture and non-injurious effects. 
So the question of cost, and the not less im- 
portant one of what will best suit the porticu- 
lar stockon which it is to be used, are eesily 
metas varying conditions arise. If the am- 
monia isnot of full strength, or the water is 
hard, a greater quantity of the former must 
be used toeffect a mixture. Poorer oils may 
be used, and the composition is, on some stock 
animprovement on the oil itself, though of 
course the percentage of oil cannot be run so 
low as it can when good oil is used, 

Now let me urge the necessity of careful- 
ness and exactness in making and using com- 
positions of any kind. Know just what you 
are doing, and do it every time, unless you 
have some good reason to make a change. 
Never leave the steam connection in the 
tank, forit is very seldom that valves are 
tight enough to prevent the leakage of con- 
densed water, and they are always liable to be 
meddled with, the consequence being that 
your composition is of uncertain quality and 
cannot be depended upon. Do not use it hot. 
If 80 used, much of it will evaporate in steam 
and more of it will filter through to the floor. 
Oold composition may not so thoroughly 
spread itself through the stock, but it remains 
there, and the picker will complete the distri- 
bution. Reheating reduces the strength, both 
by condensation and evaporation, 

As said before, the percentages of oil and 
water can be varied to suit the ideas of the 
maker, but extremes should be avoided; for if 
too little water is used, the benefits derived 
will hardly pay for the trouble of making the 
mixture; if too little oil, that little is only 
wasted. But very much depends upon the 
steck on which it is to be used. It is hard to 
give exact quantities, for the same kind uf 
wool comes to the carder in different condi-

The material for the investigation, about 
50°0 kilos were kindly placed at the disposal of 
the Pharmacological Institute by Messrs. 
Parke, Davis & Co. of Detroit. 

The odor Of the leaves indicate presence of a 
considerable quantity of essential oil. An 
abundance of oil cells which can readily be 
observed by a mascroscopic and microscopic 
examination of the leaves points in the same 
direction. It thererore appeared desirable to 
isolate and examine this volatile constituent. 

By distilling the leaves with steam, I was 
able to produce a small quantity of the essen- 
tial oil. A thorough examination was, how- 
ever, only made possible, through an oil 
firm who undertook to treat the WO 
kilos of leaves for essential oil. In this way 
IT obtained possession of about 560 gms, oil,cor- 
responding to about 1 per cent. of the dry 
leaves. 

The limpid oil has a greenish pale yellow 
color, an agreeable odor, recalling that of eu- 
calyptus and sage, a neutral reaction, and 
leaves when evaporated in the air, about 3°5 
per cent. of a resinous mass. When 
placed in a freezing mixture no 
solid separates. The specific gravity of the 
oil, when thoroughly dried over calcium chlo- 
ride is 0°8795 at 15° C. It is miscible in all pro- 
portions with absolute alcohol, chloroform 
and ether, but requires 18 to 20 parts 90% alco- 
hol for solution. The plane of polarized light

The Chemical Composition of Cheken 


Myrtus cheken (chekan-chequen),a myrtace- 
ae an evergreen shrub,indigeniousto the cen- 
tral provinces of Chili, growing to a height of

Although the cheken leaves were brought 
into the American market as early as 1862, and 
were repeatedly recommendnd for medical 
use recently, their chemical constituents have 
not yet been examined. The present litera- 
ture is confined to several general reactions, 
abundant

sparse information, I undertook, at the sug-

(in chloroform solution 1 to 19) is immediately 
decolorized. Concentrated sulphuric acid, and 
chromic acid, the latter in alcoholic solution, 
produce a yellowish brown coloration. Picric 
acid dissolves without coloration on heating. 
Fuming nitric acid acts with explosive vio- 
lence and produces at first a red, then a dirty 
green coloration. Wallach’s test with acetic 
anhydride, concentrated sulphuric acid and 
chloroform gives a deep blue coloration. 

The valuable investigations on essential oils 
recently published by Wallach, served as a 
guide in the further examination of the crude 
oil and its constituents. 

The fractional distillation, which was at first 
conducted between wide limits gave various 
products, which boiled at 155 to 165° C. (great- 
est quantity), 165 to 185° C., 185 to 200° C., and 
above 200° C. In order to remove small quan- 
tities of coloring matter all the fractions were 
treated with dry potassium hydroxide, and 
after repeated fractioning I obtained three 
constituents of approximate purity. 

The principal product, about 75%, is colorless 
and highly refractive, has an agreeable odor 
and passes over completely at 155 to 157° C. 
Thespecific gravity is 0°8635 at 15° C. The con- 
stant boiling point is at 156° C. (uncorrected). 
Wallach’s reaction with acetic anhydride, con- 
centrated sulphuric acid and chloroform gave 
a rose red coloration. 

An analysis’ gave results corresponding to 
the formula C,oHj¢. 

A determination of the vapor density, ac- 
cording to V. Meyer, could only be made at a 
comparatively low temperature, at 198° C., in 
toluidine vapor, because at a higher tempera- 
ture a partial inversion apparently takes 
place. The vapor density calculated for 
C,oH,, is 4°7; found 49 and 4°44. 

The low boiling point and cther properties 
led me to assume that the product was a hy- 
drocarbon resembling vinene, and I succeeded 
in establishing the correctness of this assump- 
tion by the following results. 

Action of Bromine.—The hydrocarbon, 
cooled by ice, in ethereal solution was mixed 
with bromine. After evaporating the ether, 
a brown oily mass remained which could not 
be crystallized. 

Action of Hydrochloric Acid Gas.—Dry hy- 
drochloric acid gas, passed into an ethereal 
solution of the oil, gave no result. When, 
however, the gas was passed into the dry, well 
cooled hydrocarbon, a separation of feathery 
crystals soon took place. After pressing and 
repeatedly crystallizing from alcohol, color- 
less, pliable crystals, volatile in the air, and 
having a camphor-like oder, remained. The 
crystals were readily soluble in alcohol, ether 
and chloroform. The melting point was at 
120° C., which corresponds with the melting 
point of pinene hydrochloride obtained by 
Wallach. 

Inversion.—Wallach has shown that pinene 
when heated to higher temperatures in a 
sealed tube is inverted and transformed into 
the so-called dipentene. To test the hydro- 
carbon in this direction, 30 gms. of the sub- 
stance were sealed in a glass tube and heated 
to 260° to 270° C. for3 hours. The resulting 
product repeatedly distilled gave a colorless 
and optically inactive product, passing over 
completely at 178° to 176° C, The boiling point 
was at 173° to 174° C. Wallach’s reaction with 
acetic anhydride, concentrated sulphuric acid 
and chloroform gave a red coloration. 


Five ce. of this product dissolved in 
20 ce. absolute alcohol and W ce, 
absolute ether, and cooled by ice, was 


gradually mixed with 35 cc. bromine. Aftera 
short time a large quantity of crystals sepa- 
rated. These washed with alcohol, well 
pressed and repeatedly crystallized from pe- 
troleum ether, are colorless, pliable, and melt 
in a capillary tube at 125° to 126° C, 

A bromine estimation gave 70° per cent 
bromine, corresponding with the composition 
of dipentene tetra-bromide. 

The first constituent obtained by the frac- 
tional distillation is therefore pinene. 

The second constituent, amounting to about 
15 per cent, according to the analysis contained 
oxygen. Unfortunately, on account of the 
small quantity, it was impossible to obtain a 
perfectly pure product by fractional distilla- 
tion. From the approximately calculated 
formula and boiling point, I suspected cineol, 
C,,9H,,.0, and this was verified. 

The colorless liquid boils at 176° C., and 
turns the plane of polarization slightly to the 
right, probably on account of thé presence of 
a small quantity of pinene. 
=Nitric acid does notact upon this body, but 
I succeeded in obtaining the characteristic 
bromine compound discovered by Wallach. 

Five gms. of the substance were dissolved in 
25 gms. petroleum ether, cooled by ice, and 
gradually mixed with dry bromine, until a red 
precipitate was formed, After rapidly filter- 
ing through glass wool, there separated from 
the mother liquor the beautiful red crystals 
which are characteristic of cineol dibromide. 
As the crystals rapidly deliquesce in the air, 
with the loss of bromine, I could not make a 
bromine estimation. 

The last constituent isolated from the essen- 
tial oil consists of those products which 
pass over between 220° and 20° C, 
varying be- 
tween such wide limits, that it is evident 


the product odnsists of a mixture of hydro- 
carbons containing oxygen. 
greenish yellow oil possessed a strong odor, 
like that peculiar to the essential oil itself, and 


The viscous, 
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turned the plane of polarization slightly to 
the right. The color tests given by Wallach 
gave the following results: 

A few drops of the oil mixed with glacial 
acetic acid and concentrated sulphuric acid, 
rose to red; with chloroform and concentrated 
sulphuric acid, rose to violet; with acetic an- 
hydride, concentrated sulphuric acid and chlo- 
roform, deep blue. 

By the action of bromine, hydrobromic acid 
gas,and hydrochloric acid gas, only slightly 
colored,uncrystalized products were obtained , 

Fuming nitric acid acts with great violence’, 
a few drops of the oil with a drop of acid, de- 
flagrating with an explosion. 

A separation and more thorough examina- 
tion of the constituents was impossible on ac+ 
count of the small quantity. 

With the essential oil, lobtained a brown mass 
containing the volatile organic acids, which 
passed over with the water of distillation, 
combined with sodium. After recrystallizing 
a number of times,decomposing with sulphuric 
acid, distilling with steam, combining with so- 
dium and finally distilling with concentrated 
sulphuric acid, I obtained a small quantity of 
a mixture of acids in‘which I could with cer- 
tainty detect formic acid and especially acetic 
acid. 

GENERAL METHOD OF SEPARATING THE NON- 
VOLATILE CONSTITUENTS. 

For the purpose of examining the leaves 
freed from essential oils, I first extracted a 
small quantity with boiling water but without 
obtaining any satisfactory result, as the aque- 
ous extract contained hardly anything but 
tannic acid. I therefore extracted with hot 
alcohol. In this way 76 kilo alcoholic extract 
was obtained, being equal to about 15% of the 
eaves freed frem essential oil. 

This extract was soluble in 5 to 6 times its 
quantity of hot alcohol, and on cooling the 
solution a wax-like body separated, which was 
not further examined. The filtrate after some 
concentration in course of a few days sepa- 
rates crystalline crusts, It is exceedingly dif- 
ficult to free these entirely from an adhering 
green resin. The crystals can only be ob- 
tained pure by repeated crystallization from 
glacial acetic acid, and finally from alcohol. 
For this body I propose the name “Cheke- 
none.” 

The liquid from the crystals was concen- 
trated to the consistency of an extract, and 
this was boiled with a sufficient quantity of 
water. A dark green, brittle, resinous mass 
separated at the bottom of the vessel; this was 
dissolved in aleohol and mixed with a sufficient 
quantity of calcined magnesia. On placing 
this mixture into a large quantity of water 
there immediately separated greenish-white 
masses which were separated by fiitration 
from a dark brown liquid. The filtrate, mixed 
with dilute sulphuric acid, immediately sepa- 
rates dense masses of a yellow tlocculent pre- 
cipitate which consists of an amorphous bitter 
principle, Chekenbitter, and a readily crystal- 
lizable body. The latter I have temperarily 
named chekenin. <A separation of the two 
bodies can only be effected by fractional crys- 
tallization from alcohol, as they are about 
equally soluble in all solvents. ° 

The greenish white mass which separated on 
adcing the magnesia mixture to water consists 
of an excess of magnesia and an insoluble 
green resin. When the magnesia is rendered 
soluble by an acid, the resin can be separated 
by shaking out with ether. 

The water, with which the alcoholic extract 
was boiled, was precipitated with basic acetate 
of lead. A dense, yellow precipitate was pro- 
duced, which after thorough washing with 
water and alcohol, was suspended in water and 
decomposed with hydrogen sulphide. The fil- 
trate from the lead sulphide contained princi- 
pally tannic acid. By concentrating the liquid 
on the water bath a small quantity of a yellow 
body separated, which crystallized with great 
difficulty from alcoho); but more readily from 
glacial acetic acid. For this body I propose 
for the present the name chekenetin. 

The filtrate from the lead precipitate freed 
from the excess of lead contains an abundance 
of sugar, inorganic salts and small quantities 
of cholin.—Arch. d, Pharm,

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Magnesia Process for Manufacturing 


Chlorine.

In a paper which was recently communi- 
cated to the London Section of the Society of 
Chemical Industry, I submitted the results of 
acareful quantitative investigation which I 
had made concerning the chemical reactions 
that are involved in the Weldon-Pechiney 
process. From a consideration of these re- 
sults, I came to the conclusion that a certain 
proportion of the chlorine, as obtained by 
means of that process, is formed in conse- 
quence of the interaction of atmospheric 
oxygen, and the vapor of hydrochloric acid 
which is generated in the early stage of roast- 
ing the mixture of oxide and chloride of 
magnesium, by reason of the water which is 
present in that mixture to the extent of more 
than 20 per cent. I also submitted evidence 
that the chemical change which is expressed 
by the following equation— 

2HCl + O= H,O + Cl, 
is greatly promoted by the presence of mag- 
nesia; this fact in itself was, I believe, new & 
science. In other words, just as it is we} 
known the same chemical change is promote 
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by salts of copper (as in Deacon's process) 
finely divided platinum and other substances, 
so I ascertained that it is similarly promoted 
by magnesia. The explanation is probably not 
It may be supposed that apart 
from any action the substance may have in 
bringing the particles of the two gases into 
intimate association in the sense that pumice 
stone (or any other presumably inactive sub-

sequence; indeed, I obtained some experimen- 
tal evidence of the correctness of this explan- 


ation. 
I therefore proposed the method of manu- 


facturiug chlorine by passing a mixture of air 


(or oxygen) and the vapor of hydrochloric 


acid over or through a permanent quantity of 


magnesia at a suitable high temperature. Ob- 
viously, it is not necessary to employ pure 
magnesia, but it will suffice to employ broken 
brick, ballast, clay-balls, 


the magnesia. 

The discussion which followed the reading 
of my paper was certainly unworthy of the 
occasion, for instead of being concerned with 
the subject matter of the communication and 
dealing with it on its merits, it was directed to 
personalities and sibjects entirely out of 
range. Mr. Ludwig Mond ventured to express 
the opinion that my process presented all the 
disadvantages of the Deacon process without 
any advantages, and then made a long speech 
for the express purpose of describing a num- 
ber of his own specifications of patents, and 
some others of foreign origin. Professor De- 
war appeared to be displeased that I had sup- 
plied the exact information which would have 
been appropriately given on the occasion of 
his own earlier discourse on the Weldon -Pech- 
iuey process, and, somewhat natural as an 
interested party in that process, decried mine. 
What was more objectionable was that when 
the paper and report of the discussion came to 
be printed, Mr. Mond and Prof. Dewar were 
favored with “proofs” for correction, but no 
“proof” of the report of the discussion was 
sent to me, and Prof. Dewar took the liberty— 
an unjust one in my opinion—of eliminating 
the references, which were made in my reply, 
to his interested position with respect to the 
Weldon-Pechiney process. However, so far 
as that goes, I now reiterate it in order that 
proper allowance may be made for any fur- 
ther contributions that may be furnished to 
this snbject by Prof. Dewar. Why, however, 
he should be so shy of other people being 
made acquainted with his personal position is 
a matter into which I do not propose to in- 
quire. 

With respect to Mr. Mond’s criticism, it is on 
the face of it absurd, for in Deacon’s process a 
compound of copper is used, and this is so vol- 
atile that there is great difficulty in retaining 
it where itis wanted, and if it he not so re- 
tained, then the production of chlorine falls 
off, and the clay or brick—which ever is used 
as a earrying agent—requires to be revivified, 
thus entailing some cost, if not astoppage of 
production. Now these objections cannot be 
urged against my process, because magnesia 
is not volatile, moreover it is readily obtaina- 
ble, is cheap, and does not require to be re- 
placed, as it is not used upor carried away or 
otherwise lost in the process. As for the skill 
and accuracy with which the Deacon process 
was and is notoriously conducted as regards 
the observance of tae right temperature and 
the proportions of air an hydrochloric acid 
employed, surely they may be similarly enlist- 
ed on behalf of my process; they are, however, 
notso much wanted, because they are largely 
necessitated in Deacon’s process by the use of 
a volatile copper salt. Mr. Mond’s criticism 
may be therefore disregarded, 

As for the Weldon-Pechiney process, it is, I 
feel convinced, much too complivated, and 
the plant much too expensive, to admit of any 
extended adoption. Moreover, why should 
chlorine manufacturers go to such enormous 
trouble and expense to produce a mixed mass 
of magnesia, chloride of magnesium, and wa- 
ter, for the purpose of decomposing the mag- 
nesium chloride by atmospheric oxygen in 
part, and in part by the water, thereby re- 
generating so much hydrochloric acid, which, 
in its turn, requires to be again decomposed 
by atmospheric oxygen ? 

As against the terribly expensive and com- 
plicated plant required for that process, my 
magnesia process calls for a very simple and 
inexpensive plant, and only necessitates the 
continuous passage in regulated admixture of 
air (or oxygen) and hydrochlooic acid vapor 
over or through a bright red-hot mass of 
magnesia, or porous material coated with 
magnesia, and contained in a suitable decom- 
poser. 

My earlier paper was supported by a num- 
ber of quantitative experiments made in the 
laboratory; and in this place I may quote the 
results of one which was conducted under 
the disadvantage of using the vapor of hydro- 
chloric acid as generated from a solution of 
that substance, so that it must have been ac- 
companied with much aqueous vapor which is 
not required. The amount of chlorine pres- 
entin the hydrochloric acid used in the ex- 
periment was 2°029 gms. The amount of active 


¢hlorine which was afterward§ found present 
jn the bleaching powder which was made in 
the experiment was 10028 grms, This amount

was equal to nearly 55 per cent. of the whole, 
and the total amount of active chlorine which 
was obtained in the experiment was 1,655 
grams,equal to nearly 57 per cent of the whole 
chlorine present in the hydrochloric acid 
which was employed. This result was ob- 
tained without taking any special precautions 
to observe a_ particular temperature or 
definite proportions of air and hydrochloric 
acid vapor. The air was. aspirated 


through a flask containing the heated 
liquid acid, and the tube, containing the 
pumice-stone coated with magnesia, was 


heated as strongly as possible in an ordinary 
Hoffmann’s combustion furnace. Moreover, 
the “bleach” was made direct by passing the 
resulting gases (containing the undecomposed 
HCl) over lime contained in a subsequent tube 
which was maintained at the ordinary temper- 
ature. 

In the Weldon-Pechiney process magnesium 
chloride is first dissolved in water, or else hy- 
drochloric acid is employed to dissolve its 
eguivalent quantity of magnesia; then the 
bulky solution has to be evaporated down to 
a point at which decomposition freely sets in, 
and some HCl is in consequence regenerated; 
at that stage a quantity of magnesia has to 
be stirred into the thick solution of magne- 
sium chloride—an operation involving con- 
siderable trouble—and the pasty mass has then 
to be partially dried (during which operation 
a further quantity of HCl is regenerated), and 
finally, the mixture, which still contains more 
than 20 per cent. of water, is roasted, much 
fuel being wasted in order to get rid of this 
water. In conclusion, the chlorine is obtained 
as weak or weaker than it may be obtained in 
my process, and at great expense the result- 
ing magnesia has to be again dissolved in hy- 
drochloric acid, and so another round of the 
chemical changes is commenced. After all 
what result is obtained? The furnace into 
which the hydrated mixture of magnesium 
oxide and chloride* is charged, is intensely 
heated in order to get rid of the water without 
lowering the temperature too much for the 
decomposition of the residual chloride to be 
effected, and in consequence, the water decom- 
poses a great quantity of the magnesium 
chloride, giving hydrochloric acid vaper, 
which enters into reaction with atmospheric 
oxygen in the presence of magnesia, and fur- 
nishes a considerable proportion of the active 
chlorine which the process yields. In other 
words, these huge quantities of materials have 
to be handled at great expense in order to ob- 
tain at least a certain unascertained proportion 
of the product which is wanted, viz., chlorine, 
by means of the very same chemical changes 
which are the essence of my process, which, to 
recapitulate for the sake of comparison, con- 
sists in passing a regulated mixtu-e of air (ro 
oxygen) and hydrochloric acid vapor over or 
through magnesia or some porous material, 
coated or mixed with that substance, at a suit- 
ably high temperature, The process is contin- 
uous, air and HCl entering the decompose, 
and chlorine passing out therefrom, the unde- 
composed HCl being readily removable by well 
understood means, 

I now propose to submit the results of some 
further laboratory experiments which I have 
made illustrating my process, and respectfully 
submit that the time has now arrived when 
some manufacturer or manufacturers, with 
the means at hand, may, without any consid- 
erable risk or expense, arrive at a satisfactory 
decision, by means of trials on an adequate 
scale, respecting its practicability and econo- 
my. Any existing Deacon plant could proba- 
bly be utilized for the purpose of making such 
trials,although such a special plant is not to be 
regarded as essential to their conduct, 

EXPERIMENT NO. 1, 

This experiment, was conducted as follows: 
A glass combustion tube was charged with 40 
grms. of pumice stone which had been preyi- 
ously well impregnated with magnesia by 
soaking inasolution of magnesium chloride 
and subsequent ignition, care being taken to 
secure complete decomposition. The tube so 
charged was then placed in a furnace and 
connected at the one end with a flask contain- 
ing 200 ce. of hydrochloric acid of ascertained 
strength, and at the other end with a series of 
five wash bottles containing a mixture of solus 
tion of potassic iodide of 20 per cent. strength 
and 1°5 sulphuric acid in equal quantities. The 
flask containing the hydrochloric acid was 
filled with a .cork, through which passed a 
thermometer and a tube drawn out to a fine 
point below, so that a current of air could be 
aspirated through the liquid, The flask of 
acid was heated on asand bath, and the tube 
in the furnace being then raised to rednes, the 
aspirator was started, and the current of air 
and moist hydrochloric acid vapor was main- 
tained during seven hours, The active chlo- 
rine so formed, liberated its equivalent of 
iodine from the acidified solution of potassic 
iodide through which it was passed, and the 
amount was subsequently determined by 
titration with a decinormal solution of sodium 
hyposulphite, The amount of hydrochloric 
acid left in the flask (which was kept at a tem- 
perature of about 70° C.) was also determined 
gravimetrically (by precipitation with argen- 
tic nitrate, etc,) after the experiment, The 
results are appended;

value of porous substances like pumice-stone

I was therefore desirous of making an experi- 
ment with dry hydrochloric acid gas, ai>, and 
pumice stone coated with magnesia. Accord- 
ingly, the flask containing liquid acid was sub- 
stituted by one charged with a known amount 
of chloride of sodium and strong sul- 
phuric acid (sp. gr. 1°840),and the current of 
HCl vapor thus generated and mixed with air 
was maintained, as before, during four hours, 
Of course in this instance it was impossible to 
observe anything like a constant ratio of air 
to HCl vapor. From time to time more sul- 
phuric acid had to be added to the flask as 
deemed necessary, or the temperature at 
which the flask was kept had to be elevated, so 
that the proportion of HCl vapor was very 
irregular, and as the results afterwards 
proved, the quantity passed through the com- 
bustion tube was very excessive, The total 
amount of chlorine contained in the salt which 
was consumed was 59°74 grms,, while the quan- 
tity of active chlorine obtained was 8'982 grms., 
or rather more than 15 per cent, of the whole, 

Nevertheless it will be seen that the actual 
quantity of chlorine obtained in a given time 
is much more than was obtained in the same 
period when liquid acid was employed asa 
source of the hydrochloric vapor, and as I 
haye shown (by the results of an earlier exper- 
iment) that,even when liquid acid is used, 


provided the current of gases be not too 


































































rapid, as much as 57 per cent yield of the chlo- 
rinecan be obtained, there is no reason to 
suppose that even this figure represents the 
best obtainable result. What is possible in the 
laboratory in this case is, I fully believe, prac- 
ticable on a manufacturing scale, but manu- 
facturers themselves must make the trials, 
the requisite means being ready to their 
hands. 

It may not be without interest to state that 
inanother experiment which was conducted 
with broken flower pot as the active agent, I 
obtained, apparently, 4°366 grms. active chlo- 
rine from a quantity of hydrochloric acid con- 
taining 12°65 grms, of that substance, ora 
yield of 34°5 percent. But the result is not to 
be trusted, because it was ascertained thata 
large quantity of ferric chloride was formed 
by the action of the acid vapor upon the fer- 
ric oxide contained in the flower pot, and this 


substance being volatile, was carried over 


with the gases, and would react, of course, 
upon the potassic iodide solution, thus render- 
ing the result abortive. Moreover, even if 
ferric oxide were otherwise of equal value 
with magnesia, it, like copper compounds, has 
the very great disadvantage of causing the 
production of a volatile chloride, which would 
in time leave the porous agent comparatively 
inactive, besides introducing impurity into 
the products of manufacture. 

Having made the experiment, I have re- 
corded the result for what it is worth. My 
object was to make atrial of a sort of stand- 
ard porous material free from magnesia ora 
Magnesium compound, and for the time I 
quite overlooked the presence of ferric oxide, 
otherwise I should have selected another ma- 
terial. 

Although, of course from a primary point 
of view, I should advocate the employment 
of so-called “roaster gas” in the practical 
manufacture of chlorine by my magnesia pro- 
cess, I can conceive circumstances under 
which it would be profitable to conduct the 
process with the ordinary liquid acid as ob- 
tained in the condensers, and indeed I am in- 
clined to think that even this subordinate way 
of working, comparatively extravagant as it 
would be as regards the use of fuel, would 
prove more economical than the Weldon-Pe- 
chiney process, in which as much or more wa- 
ter has to be evaporated in respect of a given 
amount of chlorine produced in addition to 
the many other obvious disadvantages of that 
process, 

In such case it would be easy, as I indicated 
in my previous paper on this subject, to inject 
the acid into the decomposer in the form of 
spray, thus providing the requisite quantity 
of air at the same time. Indeed, the relative 
proportions of the two substances could be 
thus adjusted: or the liquid acid of known 
strength could be allowed to drop into the 
decomposer, through which a current of air 
could be passed at a determined rate calculat- 
ed with respect to the known amount of acid 
thus introduced in a given time, 

According to Deacon, other conditions re- 
maining the same, the percentage of hydro- 
chloric acid decomposed in his process, varies 
with the square root of the proportionate vol- 
ume of oxygen to hydrychloric acid. I there- 
fore suppose that result will be found to hold 
good in my process, and that the temperature 
observed in his decomposers, viz., 700° to 750° 
would serve equa'ly well in mine. 

It may be urged against my process as an ob- 
jection, that, like Deacon’s process and Ox- 
land’solder one in which pumice stone alone 
was used as the active agent, it yields dilute 
chlorine. Granted; it does, but not so dilute, 
because the activlty of the agent is greater 
thsn either that of plain pumice stone or cop- 
percompounds. Further, Dr. D. B. Hewitt 
has asserted in the very plainest terms, that 
there is no difficulty in making bleaching pow- 
der of full strength with dilute chlorine con- 
taining from 4to8 per cent. by volume, and 
thatin a Deacon chamber there is not the least 
difficulty in absorbing the chlorine to the very 
last traces. On the face of things, therefore, 
itisevident that bleaching powder may be 
readily made by my process,which is free from 
the objections that have prevented the general 
adoption of the Deacon process, and as it is 
simple in nature and certainly much more 
economical in character than the Weldon-Pe- 
chiney process, I sincerely hope our English 
manufacturers will come forward and give the 
process a fair trial.

There has been less activity in the drug mar- 
ket since the date of our last and, judged by 
the past few weeks,trading may be called quiet. 
The tone of confidence which has character- 
ized the market in the immediate past is sus- 
tained, and comparatively few changes ina 
downward direction occur. On the other hand 
the advancing tendency is not so marked 
though there have been a number of import- 
ant advances in quotations within the week.

Opium. | 

There is an easier feeling in the opium market 
notwithstanding reports of a further slight 
advance in Smyrna. “Boston” has been offered 
at $3 05 and it is thought that $3 will buy but 
no one seems inclined to test the market. 
One or two single cases of natural 
have been sold at a shade below $3 20 cash, but 
most holders still insist upon $3 25, and in 
some cases up to $3 50 is asked. The feeling is 
dull, and there is no disposition whatever to 
speculate, although it is reported that tle 
larger holders are quietly buying up anything 
they can get cheap. A recent letter from 
Smyrna says: “ Karahissar is reported very 
poor in quality, and there are numerous com- 
plaints as to the inferiority of the whole of 
this season’s crop, and only about one-third of 
each basket comes up tothe standard. Out of 
one lot of talequale Karahissar—li cases—the 
public examiner only passed 5% baskets, and 
even these did not exceed 9 per cent. of mor- 
phine. Persian is reported dearer, and soft 
shipping qualities are in fair demand. The 
Dutch company are in the market, and their 
intention is to purchase 500 cases, 200 in Smyr- 
na and 300 in Constantinople. There are also 
orders from Cuba and,the East Indies, which 
of course will keep the market firm.” 

Morphine remains firm at the advance, and 
isin good demand. Scotch is entirely nominal 
in price, there being no stock here and nothing 
offering from the other side. 


Quinine. 

A bearish tone pervades the quinine market. 
There is a lot of 3,000 ozs., which, it is said, 
could be bought at 32i4c.,a bid of 82c, being 
refused forit. The general quotation is 4@ 
35c, for the best brands, but small lots might 
be bought at 33c., and some makes even at 
82%c.; but it isdoubtful if any holder would 
be willing to release a large lot atsuch figures. 
There is, however, no speculative demand 
and no particular pressure to sell in any 
quarter. The jobbing demand for both do- 
mestic and imported brands continues good. 
The news from the London bark.sale to-day 
failed to excite much interest. “At was to the 
effect that the sale went off at previous prices 
with aslightly firmer feeling at the close. The 
Amsterdam sale last Thursday, according to a 
cable from Messrs. Schroeter & Co., showed a 
decline, the average price per unit being 16 
cents, Dutch money.

Japan wax remains firm and in moderate 
demand while Brazil is receiving considerable 
attention and is tending upward.

Peppermint is attracting attention, but 
prices appear to be above buyers’ views and 
there has been little actual business, For 
prime tin oil the range is $2 30@2 60, according 
to holder, very little being obtainable at the 
inside figure.

Sassafras oil in consequence gf the contin- 
ued scarcity and an increasing demand is again 
tending upward.

Oil petit grain has advanced to $4 50@5 50 as 
to brand and quantity. Ylang ylang is now 
held at $5 75@5 85. 

Flowers. 

The firmness in arnica flowers continues and 
some holders now ask 944@l0c for prime, 
though lower grades may be picked up at less. 
Chamomiles of the German variety are at- 
tracting more attention and prices are firmer 
but not quotably higher. American saffron 
is still very firm but Spanish is rather easy. 


Cums. 

Trading in general may be cailed fair, but 
jobbing orders only are coming in. Prices 
throughout are well maintained, with an up- 
ward tendency noted in one or two instances. 
Owing to the scarcity of crude, and the in- 
creasing interest manifested by buyers, manu- 
facturers have advanced, prices for refined 
camphor to 25éc in bbls. Outside lots are be- 
ing picked up at less,some sales being reported 
at 2Ahgc. 

Herbs and Leaves. 
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a firmer feeling is noted, up to 7c being 
asked for prime, though as low as 5c 
will buy some grades. The sweet 
herbs are attracting the usual amount of at- 
tention for the season and the prices are 
firmer. Rose leaves are generally held at $1 10 
@125for red, though it is possible that the 
inside price might be shaded. Sennas are firm 
and unchanged, 
Roots. 

The firm feeling previously noted in the 
market for roots is maintained and in some 
cases & further advance has been realized. 
Some holders of goldenseal have fixed thei 
price at 60c, but 50@55e would have bought of 
others to-day. Ginseng is advancing owing to 
scarcity and there are rumors of a “corner” 
having been effected by the Chinese buyers 
in this market. The range for ordinary prime 
grades is now $2 25@2 50 and little is obtainable 
atthat. The situation is reviewed at length 
in our editorial columns this week. Jalap is 
more inquired for and sales of 1,000 lbs are re- 
ported on private terms. As there is none ar- 
riving fholders are firmer in their views, de- 
manding 12c, Texas serpentaria is somewhat 
unsettled owing to speculative manipulations 
but is tending upward. While some bolders 
demand 25@30c there ure sellers at 23c and pos- 
sibly less.

the available supply has been reduced to a few 
bags in the hands of one or two dealers who 
want 13c, while sales have been made during 
the week up to 12@12%ec. There is said to be 
very little on the way, and 114@l2c is quoted 
for small lots to arrive. Star anise seéd is in 
very limited supply, and 26c represents the in- 
side price. Russian hemp seed is in active de-

Rules for Loading Petroleum or its 
Products. 


Vessels loading petroleum or its products 
will be required to conform to the following 
rules adopted by the National Board of Ma- 
rine Underwriters at meeting of March 2°th, 
1883, and amended at meeting of September 18, 
1888, to enable the Surveyor to issue the prop- 
er certificate. 

Ist. Vessels with cabin or forecastle entirely 
under deck, will not be permitted to load 
naphtha, gasolene, benzine or spirits of petro- 
leum, undcr inspection. 

2d. Ballast must be of stone or shingle. No 
sand ballast will be permitted. The ballast 
must be leveled fore and aft, and well covered 
with boards to make au even floor. 

3d. All vessels which are to load petroleum 
must be sufficiently stiff, before taking in any 
oil, to be able to change their berths in all 
kinds of weather when tugs can safely tow 
them. 

4th. All vessels loading barrels or cases, es- 
pecially those taking crude oil, benzine, gaso- 
line, naphtha, or spirits of petroleum, must be 
ventilated through all the hatches, unless al- 
ready fitted with suitable permanent venti- 
jJators fore and aft, to be approved by the 
Inspectors. 

BARRELS. 

6th. All barrels must be stowed bung up, 
and care must be taken that the chimes are 
kept free from the sides of the vessel in the 
ends.

WILL THE REBATE PLAN 
HONESTY ¢ 


At the banquet of the National Wholesale Druggists’ Association at Saratoga, Mr. James Richardson, Sr., 
said, among other good things, that ‘‘There is more opportunity in carrying out the Rebate Plan, to educate the 
moral standard of honesty in every member of this association than there is inside of the holy church.” This 
estimate of the moral possibilities of the Rebate Plan we believe to be not extravagant, and it is confirmed by 
the view expressed by Mr. George A. Kelly, the newly elected president of the association, as to the wide- 
spread influence which the Rebate system exerts over the whole business. In discussing the report of the 
Proprietary committee, Mr. Kelly said: ‘‘I believe the Rebate Plan is stronger in the hands and hearts of the 
wholesale drug trade of this country than it ever was before. We cannot do without it. I think I voice the 
sentiment of every dealer here, that if the contract plan gives way we might as well go out of business. 
(Applause.) Because I believe in less than one week, or about as fast as the telegraph can carry the news 
from one city to another, that the Rebate Plan had been abandoned, the goods would be sold at cost. I believe 
it would not stop there but would extend through the whole list, so that there would be several wrecks before 
the storm was over. 

There seems to us to be no good reason why the moral possibilities which Mr. Richardson sees in the 
Rebate Plan, should not be as widely exerted as are the commercial influences to which Mr. Kelly refers. 

In other words, if the Rebate Plan, which applies directly to the regulation of prices on proprietary 
goods alone, exerts an influence in preventing the ruinous cutting of prices by jobbers on almost the whole 
drug list, why should it not influence them to honestly observe other moral obligations than thoss which 
relate merely to the sale of articles that are covered by contracts ? 

It is possible, and is certainly to be hoped, that the continuance of the plan may have this effect. If 
such a result could be assured it would be a more potent argument than has thus far been advanced in favor 
of manufacturers continuing their proprietary articles on the Rebate list, and giving the system that vigorous 
and aggressive support which the joboing trade asks of them. 

For instance, if every jobber could be brought to realize through the reciprocal workings of the Rebate 
Plan that he is morally obligated not to substitute one manufacturer’s goods for those of another to whom the 
retailer gives his preference, it would be quite an advance in the moral standard of the trade. After a manu- 
facturer has by personal efforts, the labor of salesmen, libaral and persistent advertising and the main enince 
of a high standard in all his products, established himself in the good will and confidence of pharmacists and 
physicians, the distributor is morally bound to respect that good will, and to encourage no infringement of it. 
This obligation seems to us to apply no less to staple goods which caanot be rebated, than to strictly proprie- 
tary articles. But there are a number of jobbers who do not, as yet, realizo that they are morally bound to 
respect either the right of the retailer to order and receive the make of goods he prefers, or the rizht of the 
manufacturer to have the good will which he has created respected by the distributor, and his goods furnished 
to the retailer in all cases where they are specified or known to be expected. 

Many retail pharmacists, as well as manufacturers, hava learned by experience that there are a numbar 
of jobbing houses in the country on which the educational moral influence of the Rebate Plan might be exe ted 
with a good chance of highly beneficial results. If, however, the plan is not found competent to correct the 
existing disregard of the rights of retailers and manufacturers by the distributing class, and put a stop to the 
indefensible practice of substituting to which the lawless resort, then the remedy lies in a closer alliance 
between the retail pharmacist and the manufacturer. We respectfully urge our retail friends, when ordering 
goods in our line, to make their preferences known beyond doubt by specifying ‘‘S. & J.” or “Seabury’s,” and 
to insist upon their preferences being respected by refusing to accept any ocher brand, should the jobber 

‘attempt to palm off on them some infsrior make which ha buys at his own figures for the purpose of working 
off on an unwary retailer at about the price of first class goods, thus making an extra profit but at the expense 
of all honorable principles. If you have the misfortune to be dealing with such a jobber, look out for him. 
Remember the adage, “False in one, false in all;’’ his drugs are as likely to be inferior in quality but high in 
price, as his “cheap John” plasters are shown to be. There are plenty of jobbers who will respect your rights and ours and will 
fairly and impartially fill their place as middle-men. Butif you have any difficulty in finding them write direct to Seabury &

Heavy Chemicals. 

The consuming trade does not appear yet to 
realize the significance of the change in the 
condition of the market for the heavy chemi- 
cals. At least there has been no very marked 
improvement inthe demand from that source, 
such as is usually expected to follow a decided 
change in the tone of the market. Such act- 
ivity as is reported appears to result princi- 
pally from the operations of the large dealers, 
and from present indications when the con- 
sumers do come into the market they may 
have to pay extreme prices. The market is 
still gathering strength, and since our lasta 
further advance has occurred in the prices of 
caustic soda, bleaching powder and sal soda, 
while soda ash is firmer. From Liver- 
pool, under date of September 29th, Messrs. 
J. P. Brunner & Co. write us as follows: 
“Caustic soda is still the principal feature here 
and a large business has been done at advanced 
prices. A meeting of the caustic soda makers 
was held here on the 25th inst. and the ar- 
rangements to form a conbination were con- 
firmed, also the reduction,ordered by the Com- 
mittee, of a week’s make, to be carried out not 
later than the 15th October. This means a 
reduction of over 3,000 tons, and buyers get- 
ting anxious to cover their requirements, a& 
large business has been done. In the early 
part of the week, resale parcels of 70% at £7 3s 
9d were at once snapped up, and since then 
sales have been made at £7 5s, £7 7s 6d and £7 
10s, the latter being the bottom price to-day. 
Most makers are now cleared out for October 
and it looks as if caustic was going to be very 
scarce for the next few weeks. Sixty per 
cent has been done from £6 5s up to £6 10s and 
at the close sellers are firm at the higher fig- 
ure. Seventy-four per cent has been taken 
up for America at £7 15s@7 lis 6d, and to-day 
£8 is the quotation. For 76% the price has been 
advanced to £8 lis. Over all 1889 contracts for 
70% have been made at £7 5s, but sellers now 
hold for £7 10s, which figure, however, buyers 
are not prepared to pay at present. With the 
uncertainty prevailing as to the price for salt 
for next year,chemical manufacture as a rule, 
do not care to entertain business for delivery 
beyond the next three months. The question 
of a reduction in the decomposition of salt has 
been mooted,and no doubt something will have 
to be done in this direction, before the trade 
can be put on a sound foundation. Soda ash 
is very firm and there is little offering. We 
quote spot prices: caustic ash 48% 31-32@1 1-22d; 
high test 31-32@1d; carbonated ash 48% 31-R@ 
1 1-82d; high test 31-2@ld. Soda 
crystals are unchanged at £2 & 9d@£2 10s 
Bleaching powder is scarce and steady at £7 
17s 6d to £8, and business is reported for Amer- 
ica at the lower price. Over all 1889, £7 10s to 
£7 15s represent about range of values, while 
in some cases makers have refused orders for 
softwood at the equivalent of the lower figure. 
Chlorate of potash is held by the makers for 
6c for any position this year and 64d for all 
18:9. Hesales have been made for prompt at 
534d, and it is reported that business has been 
done for all 1889 at 644d. Makers are to hold a 
meeting next week, to consider the question 
of a reduction in output, if thought necessary. 
Bicarbonate of soda steady at £4 10s to £4 lis.” 

Carbonated soda ash 48% of Liverpool make 
is firmer in sympathy with the increased cost 
of raw material, the improvement in caustic 
soda and high rates of ocean freight. Import- 
ers, as a rule, do not care to entertain offers 
for forward shipment below 1 25c, though it is 
probable that business in some brands could 
be done on a slightly lower basis. The full 
range as to brand and quantity for lots to ar- 
rive or for shipment is 125@130c. There is 
nothing offering from dock and for the small 
quantity in store in a jobbing way 1 30@1 3ic is 
asked. Prices are above buyers’ views, and 
while there is afair inquiry only the actual 
current requirements of consumption are sup- 
plied. 


Newcastle soda ash is very firm, owing to 
higher freights and the general improvement 
in the tone of the chemical] market, There 
has been considerable inquiry and a number 
of sales are pending, and some negotiations 
have already been closed. Holders now de- 
mand 1 2744@1 We as to quantity for arrival, 
and 130@1 35c for limited quantities on the 
spot. 

Caustic soda ash, 48%, remains quiet but is 
very firm. We quote 1 26}4@1 3c as to quan- 
tity, for lots to arrive, and 1 8244@1 87%c ina 
jobbing way from store. 

Caustic soda is again reported higher, anda 
further considerable business in 70% for deliv- 
ery the next two months has been done, prin- 
cipally on account of the large dealers, and at 
prices not made public, The price now asked 
for future delivery is 2 40@2 45c, while for 
small lots on the spot a proportionate advance 
over previous figures is asked, For 74, also, 
there is an active demand, and business has 
been done up to $2 3734@2 42}4c, these being 
the closing quotations. Sixty and 76% are 
neglected but both are higher, the former 
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being held at 2 60@2 65c to arrive and 2 87K%@3c 
on the spot, ex-store, very little being offered 
in the latter position. The position is re- 
viewed at length in our editorial columns this 
week. 

Sal soda has advanced both here and abroap 
since the date of our last, but the upward ten- 
dency of the market checks the demand, and 
we hear of little doing. From dock 
95c will buy Newcastle brands, but for stock 
to arrive, 9744@lc is demanded, according to 
quality and position. Lots in store are quot- 
able at 1 05@1 10c., as to size of order. 

Bleaching powder continues to advance. 
The stock on the spot is small, and there is 
very little offering to arrive or for shipment, 
recent sales to the Continent, it is thought, 
having closely absorbed the supply in Liver- 
pool, The demand here has improved, but 
ean hardly be called active, as buyers are not 
disposed to anticipate their wants. At the

Acids. 
Acetic acid is unaltered, as regards quota- 


tions, while the trading has been moderate at 
24@2\4c as to quantity and quality. 
Nitric and muriatic acids are unchanged 
from last week, ruling quiet at former figures, 
Oxalic acid has been selling to a moderate 
extent only, and nothing further of interest 
can be noted. Quotations continue to rule at 
8c per Ib for 10-ton lots and 9c per lb by the 
single cask. This is for prime German and 
English makes, ex dock or store, New York, 
Philadelphia and Boston. Terms net cash, 
Tartaric acid has been in moderate demand, 
but the market has continued without feature 
and no evidence of firmness is apparent. For 
crystals, in quantities of 3,000 lbs or more, 43c 
continues to be quoted; in barrels, less quan- 
tity, 44c; in 50-lb boxes, 45c. For powdered, a 
cent advance is asked over these figures. 
Sulphuric acid continues in good demand 
and the former activity noted continues to 
prevail. Values are quoted exceedingly tirm 
with prices ruling at 14@l'ec.

Acetate of Lime—The market has ruled 
quiet, with thedemand of small proportions, 
and quotations unchanged at 1 15@1 20c for 
brown and 2 25@2 30c for gray. 

Blue Vitriol is still high, with available sup- 
plies scarce. A small inquiry has prevailed, 
and no business of importance can be noted. 
Values are quoted at 534c for large lots, and 6c 
for smaller parcels. 

Brimstone—The market for shipments is a 
trifle higher, owing to the ruling rates of 
freights, but in the absence of any offers or 
inquiries, there being no buyers for futures, 
the exact quotations cannot be given. They 
are, however, in the neighborhood of $20 for 
best unmixed seconds, and $19 SO for thirds. 
These figures are for October-November ship- 
ments.

SEO, 2,497. No goods, wares, or merchandise, 
unless in cases provided for by treaty, shall be 
imported into the United States from any for- 
eign port or place, except in vessels of the 
United States, or in such foreign vessels as 
truly and wholly belong to the citizens or sub- 
jects of that country of which the goods are 
the growth, production, or manufacture; or 
from which such goods, wares, or merchandise 
can only be, or most usually are, first shipped 
for transportation. All goods, wares or mer- 
chandise imported contrary to thissection,and 
the vessel wherein the same shall be imported, 
together with her cargo, tackle, apparel, and 
furniture, shall be forfeited to the United 
States; and such goods, wares, or merchandise, 
ship, or vessel, and cargo shall be liable to be 
seized, prosecuted. and condemned in like 
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manner, and under the same regulations, re- 
strictions, and provisions as have been hereto- 
fore established for the recovery, collection, 
distribution, and remission of forfeitures to 
the United States by the several revenue laws. 


SEC. 2,498. The preceding section shall not ap- 
ply to vessels or goods, wares or merchandise 
imported in vessels of a foreign nation which 
does not maintain asimilar regulation against 
vessels of the United States. 


Src. 2,499. Each and every imported article, 
not enumerated in this act, which is similar, 
either in material, quality, texture, or the use 
to which it may be applied,to any article enu- 
merated in this act as chargeable with duty, 
shall pay the same rate of duty which is levied 
on the enumerated article which it most re- 
sembles in any of the particulars before men-

Upon the reimportation o1 artic 
once exported of the growth, product, o 
manufacture of the United States, upon which 
no internal tax has been assessed or paid, or 
upon which such tax has been paid and re- 
funded by allowance or drawback, there shall 
be levied, collected, and paid a duty equal to 
the tax imposed by the internal revenue laws 
upon such articles, 

Sec. 2,501. A discriminating duty of ten per 
centum ad valorem, in addition to the duties 
imposed by law, shall be levied, collected, and 
paid on all goods, wares, or merchandise 
which shall be imported in vessels not of the 
United States; but this discriminating duty 
shall not apply to goods, wares, and merchan- 
dise which shall be imported in vessels not of 
the United States, entitled, by treaty or any 
act of Congress, to Le entered in the ports of 
the United States on payment of the same 
duties as shall then be paid on gouds, wares, 
and merchandise imported in vessels of the 
United States. 

SEc. 2504. Whenever any vessel laden with 
merchandise in whole or in part subject to 
duty has been sunk in any river, harbor, bay, 
or waters subject to the jurisdiction of the 
United States, and within its limits, for the 
period of two years, andis abandoned by the 
owner thereof, any person who may raise such 
vessel shall be permitted to bring any mer- 
chandise recovered therefrom into the port 
nearest to the place where such vessel was so 
raised, free from the payment of any duty 
thereupon, and without being obliged toenter 
the same at the custom house; but under such 
regulations asthe Secretary of the Treasury 
may prescribe. 

SEc. 2508, That the importation of all arti- 
cles of foreign manufacture, or of boxes or 
packages containing the same, when stamped, 
marked, branded, or labeled to represent that 
such articles were manufantured in the 
United States, is hereby prohibited, and all 
such articles shall be forfeited to the United 
States.

United States, by whom opium may be seized

The past week has been rather an uniterest- 
ing one in the market for dyes and dyestuffs, 
Trading has continued fair on the whole but 
the business at hand has been transacted in a 
matter of fact way, being wholly without fea- 
ture. Valuesin the majority of instances are 
unchanged, and there are no important 
changes in the quotations of any of the arti- 
cles in the list. 

Albumen—aA fairly satisfactory demand has 
been prevalent, and some little business has 
peen accomplished in both domestic and for- 
eign blood, with prices quoted steady, at last 
week’s figures, namely, 15@15%éc for the for- 
mer and 17@20c for the latter. Egg continues 
firm and in fair demand with values un- 
changed at 65@7llec. 

Aniline colors have continued steady in tone 
throughout the week, with old figures quoted, 
though the competition has been keen, as 
usual. Trading is repurted fair without any 
activity, however, being noticed. 

Alizarine has been without special feature. 
Prices have not fluctuated, the market ruling 
steady at previous rates, which are 18@20}éc as 
to quantity and quality. The business doing 
may be characterized as fair and of jobbing 
proportions. 

Bichromate of potash has not been inquired 
for to any extent, the market being rather 
quiet. Quotations are unchanged at 10}¢c for 
5 cask lots or over, with a higher figure named 
on smaller lots. Bichromate of potash is un- 
altered, being in moderate request at our 
former quotations of &¢c for orders of 5 vasks 
or over. 

Cochineal is exceedingly quiet, and stocks 
are not inquired for in any quarter, except in 
the smallest way. Prices are nominally quoted 
at 30c for Teneriffe silver, 20@30c for black, 
and 33c for gray black. 

Cutch—The market continues flat, ruling 
without feature. It is thought thatall deliver- 
ies are now closed up. The trading has at- 
tracted little interest. We are apprised of 
transactions to the extent of 750 bales Diamond 
S Mon spot at 54@6c. Star B is quoted at 6}gc, 
but there is none here, all supplies being held 
at Boston. 

Divi Divi—A large lot, say 40 tons, which was 
in store at this port, has been disposed of, at 
a figure somewhere under $45; but beyond this, 
we are unable to report any trading,buyers not 
ectering the market. The quotations are in 
the neighborhood of $45. 

Dyewoods—The market for stickwood can- 
not be said to have changed materially, since 
the time of our last writing. A cable from 
Hayti contains the information, that the com- 
mander of the northern forces, has been shot, 
and it is barely possible that the elections may 
now be carried on peaceably, but everything 
depends on circumstances; even should mat- 
ters now be settled amicably, the laborers have 
been kept under arms for the past two months 
and as a consequence mercantile pursuits have 
suffered and the production of the several 
articles exported by the country, has been 
very limited. Owing to these facts, importers 
continue very firm in their views, and appear 
confident of higher prices. A sale of a cargo 
of Port de Paix wood is reported amounting 
to say, 300 tons, at $3200. We are unable to 
learn of any contracts being made, owing un- 
doubtedly vo, the difference in the views of 
the manufacturers and importers. Very little 
wood is offering and everyone is waiting to see 
the outcome of the present difficulties in 
Hayti and manufacturers only purchase when
